We argue because we care 

Education continues 
to be a flash point in our 
communities, our state 
and our nation — and 
that’s a good thing. 

As a community and 
iL — e a greater nation at large, 


America tends to self reflect, and nowhere do 
we do more of that than education. Two items 
in the news recently best illustrate this: the 
controversy over Common Core standards 
and contract negotiations with teachers. 

Common Core has raised the hackles of 
both the left and the right. Common Core is a 
set of nationally based standards of what kids 
should be learning, specifically in English and 
math. In New Hampshire, groups are form- 
ing to oppose adoption of those standards 
because they say, alternatively, the standards 
are too lax and/or were developed at a nation- 
al level. Others oppose them because, similar 
to No Child Left Behind, they are about stan- 
dardizing education and testing for it in a way 
that takes away creativity. 

Those in favor say the standards are just a 
measuring post to make sure that kids fi-om all 
schools learn the basics. Colleges have been 
warning (and complaining) that kids come 
to college without some basic skills. There’s 
also been concern that in a global economy 
we’re falling behind other nations and losing 
our competitive edge. 

The teacher contact issue intersects with 
the Common Core controversy because 
teacher performance tends to get pulled into 
those talks, as do the ways in which teachers 
are evaluated and compensated. 

Manchester’s school board recently 
(unanimously) gave Mayor Ted Gatsas (a 
notoriously tough negotiator) sole respon- 
sibility to negotiate with the city’s teacher 
union. Expect a public struggle. Just as in the 
Common Core controversy, much of what is 
being negotiated is how to make the city’s 
education better. The mayor wants to keep 
spending down and lower benefits and raises 
to teachers — the district’s largest costs — 
while the teachers want more money spent on 
education, specifically on salaries and bene- 
fits. The rub here comes down to how to fairly 
set compensation and how much should be 
spent on education at large. These are good 
talks to have. 

Even though the mayor and the union are at 
opposite ends of the table, they have a chance 
to sit together and agree on some basic com- 
mon goals. They want kids to graduate ready 
to work or go to college and excel. How is 
that done while being fair to teachers and tax- 
payers? Neither side can afford to see huge 
changes in what they pay or are paid. 

The same goes for the Common Core 
debate. All sides agree that we want kids who 
know their stuff and graduate with the skills 
needed to excel in college or the trades. The 
question is, how to do we get there?

Pollution petition 

Gov. Maggie Hassan announced 
last week that New Hampshire has 
joined with seven other “down- 
wind” states in petitioning the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency to require upwind states 
to reduce air pollution generated 
within their borders, according to 
a New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services release. 
The multi- state action is aimed 
at requiring nine upwind states 
— Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Michigan, North Carolina, Ohio, 
Tennessee, Virginia, and West 
Virginia — to reduce air pollu- 
tion emissions that are carried 
by prevailing winds and contrib- 
ute to the formation of ozone in 
downwind states, including New 
Hampshire. 

In 1990 the Clean Air Act was 
re-written to target California and 
the Northeast, where pollution 
levels are high. New Hampshire 
has done all it can do to make the 
state significantly cleaner, officials 
said. But there are still times when 
ozone reaches unhealthy levels. On 
these days more than 95 percent of 
that ozone originates in upwind 
states, the release stated. 

No exact change lanes 

Gone are exact change lanes at 
the Dover and Rochester toll pla- 
zas on the Spaulding Turnpike, 
the New Hampshire Department 
of Transportation announced in 
a release. The change came after 
a sustained increased use of 
E-Z pass traffic and underuse of 
Automatic Coin Machine lanes. 
Coin baskets and ACMs were 
removed, and new equipment 
was added last week. Electron- 
ic message signs will be used 
in advance of the toll plazas to 
inform motorists of the change 
in the plaza layout. Motorists 
are reminded that toll attendants 
cross lanes frequently and that 
extreme caution is urged when 
traveling through any toll lane 
that accepts E-ZPass. 


Smoking bans 

The state Legislature will 
decide in 2014 whether to apply 
the state’s indoor smoking ban 
to social, fraternal and religious 
clubs, the Concord Monitor 
reported last Sunday. Sen. Lou 
D’Allesandro, a Manchester 
Democrat, plans to introduce a 
bill next year that would expand 
the indoor smoking ban to 
include those clubs. The Con- 
cord Monitor reported mostly 
favorable opinions of the ban 
from members of social clubs 
including the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars and The American 
Legion who believe it would 
attract members rather than deter 
them. Others said the decision to 
ban or accept indoor smoking 
should be up to each club and 
not the state. 

No. 3 Peace Corps state 

New Hampshire ranks as the 
third top volunteer-producing state 
per capita in 2013, according to a 
list released by the Peace Corps 
last Wednesday. Five and a half 
of every 100,000 residents cur- 
rently serving in the Peace Corps 
are New Hampshirites. The rank- 
ing marks an increase for New 
Hampshire, which ranked fourth 
in 2012. In addition two New 
Hampshire schools are national- 
ly ranked on the 2013 lists of top 
Peace Corps volunteer-produc- 
ing colleges and universities. The 
University of New Hampshire 
in Durham ranks 12th nation- 
wide among medium-size schools 
while Dartmouth College in 
Hanover is No. 23 on the agency’s 
list of small schools, according to 
a Peace Corps release. 

Applicant-turned-thief 

An 1 8 -year- old man filled out a 
job application at a 7-Eleven store 
in Manchester before taking off 
with bottles of pink Champagne, 
according to an Associated Press 
report. Police said it wasn’t dif- 
ficult to track down the culprit, 
Chandra Gajmer, because he filled 
out a job application at the 7-Elev- 
en at the back of the store before 
allegedly leaving with the bottled 
bubbly. 

Hillside teacher wins 

Hillside Middle School teacher 
Sue Hannan has been named a state 


winner in the 2014 Samsung Solve 
for Tomorrow contest. Hannan’s 
entry was chosen for its innovative 
approach to advancing interest in 
STEM among her students as well 
as making an impact in the Man- 
chester community, according to a 
release posted on the Manchester 
School District website. As a state 
winner, Hannan has earned at least 
$20,000 in Samsung technology 
for Hillside Middle School. Next 
she will represent New Hampshire 
in the national competition. She 
will create a two- to three-minute 
video that brings her lesson plan to 
life. 

Limit portrait spending 

Sen. Jeanne Shaheen and Sen. 
Tom Coburn (R-OK) introduced 
bipartisan legislation last week 
to rein in excessive spending 
on oil paintings of government 
officials, according to a press 
release. The bill would put a cap 
on the amount of taxpayer sup- 
port for the portraits and limit 
the practice to those officials 
in the line of succession for the 
presidency. 

Healthcare competition 

According to an NHPR report 
last week, Massachusetts-based 
nonprofit Minuteman Health has 
been approved by the Department 
of Health and Human Services to 
expand into New Hampshire and 
form a new health insurance co- 
op. Currently, Anthem is the only 
insurer providing health insurance 
coverage in the New Hampshire 
marketplace under the Affordable 
Care Act. New Hampshire locals 


will have more options when 
Minuteman Health moves in in 
2015. Another Massachusetts- 
based non-profit. Harvard Pilgrim 
Health Care, also says it’s plan- 
ning to enter the marketplace in 
2015, NHPR reported. 

Crash a suicide attempt 

Former Fortune 500 execu- 
tive Robert Dellinger has been 


released on bail after he alleg- 
edly killed an expectant couple 
in a crash while trying to com- 
mit suicide, according to the 
Associated Press. Police say 
Dellinger’s pickup crossed the 
median of Interstate 89 in Leb- 
anon and struck the couple’s 
SUV. Dellinger faces two counts 
of reckless manslaughter. A

^ NH HEALTH ENTHUSIASTS 

New Hampshire ranked the fifth healthiest 
state in the nation, according to the 2013 
United Health Foundation’s America’s 
Health Rankings report. A New Hampshire 
Department of Health and Human Services 
release stated that during the past 10 years, 
graduation rates increased and cardiovas- 
cular deaths dropped. But the state still 
has some work to do. The percentage of 
children living in poverty increased in 
the past 10 years from 6.5 percent to 10.9 
percent. There is also a high prevalence of 
binge drinking and a high rate of pertussis 
infections, the report said.

Givers beware 


Charities with paid solicitors not getting much bang for their bucks

It’s the season for eharitable giving, but 
beware. The New Hampshire Offiee of the 
Attorney General released a report last week 
that revealed that 80 pereent of eharities that 
use paid solieitors reeeive 25 pereent or less 
of the money donated. 

“Similar to ‘buyers beware,’ there has 
to be ‘givers beware,” said Anne Edwards, 
interim direetor of Charitable Trusts. “I 
think the findings are going to be surprising 
to the publie, espeeially to people who tend 
to donate to phone or mail solieitations.” 

The 24-page report is the first of its kind 
for New Hampshire. It lists the names of 
eharities and nonprofits that reported on 
eharitable eampaigns from Deeember 2012 
to Oetober 2013. Information on the report 
ineludes the names of the paid solieitors they 
hired to run eaeh eampaign, a breakdown of 
eaeh eampaign’s gross revenues, expenses 
paid to the solieitors, the total balanee to the 
eharity, and the pereentage of the gross reve- 
nues the eharities aetually reeeived. 

Necessary evil 

While the low pereentages of money 
to the eharity ean be troubling to donors, 
some eharities and nonprofits still find paid 
solieitors benefieial. In some eases even a 
eonsiderably small pereentage ean mean 
large eash dollars. New eharities also do 


not have established donor lists to eontaet, 
so it makes more sense for them to hire paid 
solieitors. And even though the eharities 
won’t see large returns, they are building 
name reeognition, Edwards said. 

“You have to look at the expenses that 
are assoeiated with raising money,” said 
David Lang, president of the Professional 
Firefighters of New Hampshire, an organi- 
zation that has paired with paid solieitors to 
raise money for a variety of outreaeh proj- 
eets. “It’s not eheap. . . . Some people would 
say, ‘Why not just have people send mon- 
ey in direetly?’ But how many folks would 
automatieally send in without getting a eall 
from people who let them know what we 
are doing?” 

Not all New Hampshire eharities use 
paid solieitors, Edwards said. For exam- 
ple, the Boys & Girls Club and the Animal 
Re sene League of New Hampshire have 
well-established donor lists and run their 
own loeal events, she said. 

Small loeal eharities may opt to hire paid 
solieitors beeause their manpower ean be 
too small to get results, said Terry Knowles, 
assistant direetor of the offiee of the Attor- 
ney General’s Charitable Trusts Unit. 

“Basie ally our organization is run mostly 
by volunteers. If fundraisers are not being 
paid, then we get what we pay for,” said 
Dana Hussey of the New Hampshire Veter- 
ans of Foreign Wars. 


Paid solieitors’ speeeh rights are high- 
ly proteeted under federal law. In the 
1980s the U.S. Supreme Court ruled that 
these eompanies have the right to speak 
as the eharities they represent and do not 
have to announee themselves as for-profit 
eompanies. 

The New Hampshire report is the first 
in response to a bill passed during the last 
state legislative session, and new reports 
will be published regularly. 

“They deeided they would like that infor- 
mation shared with the publie so people ean 
see how mueh of their money is going to 
eharity and how mueh going to paid soliei- 
tors,” Edwards said. 

Fraud a problem too 

The report ealls attention to a slew of 
other red flags assoeiated with potential 
eharity fraud, Edwards and Knowles said. 
The New Hampshire Offiee of the Attor- 
ney General was involved with the national 
investigation of Bobby Thompson, who 
solieited an estimated $100 million world- 
wide. Last November Thompson was 
senteneed to a minimum of 10 years in 
prison on 23 eharges of theft, money laun- 
dering, and other offenses. 

After the nationally visible ease, “We 
started looking at it here as well,” Edwards 
said. “We advise givers to be eautious of 
veterans organizations, beeause as far as we

Advice from the charitable trusts unit of the state Office of the Attorney General 

• Research each charity before you give to them. 

• Decide which charities you want to give to and the amount you want to give in advance. 

• Do not feel compelled to give, even if an organization sends you pretty cards or 
calendars. 

• Learn to say “no” or hang up during high-pressure telephone calls. 

• Ask the solicitor how much money is actually going to the charity. 

• Give directly to charities if you are uncomfortable donating through paid solicitors. 

• Never provide personally identifying information such as your credit card number, bank 
account number, social security number or birth date. 

• Ask for any request for a donation to be provided to you in writing. 


can tell there are several organizations that 
will misuse the good name of vets as a way 
to raise money but don’t provide anything 
to New Hampshire veterans.” 

The charitable trust unit is working on 
a separate report regarding the state’s vet- 
erans organization that will be released 
in the spring, Edwards said. Until then, 
she advised donors who want to support 
veterans to stick to tried and true New 
Hampshire veterans organizations like the 
VFW and the American Legion. 

“With some of the other [charities], 
we’re not sure who they are and we’re not 
sure what their services are,” she said. 

But fraudulent charitable organiza- 


tions are not confined to veterans groups. 
“Copycat” charities choose names similar 
to well-established ones so that prospective 
givers get confused as to who they are giv- 
ing their money to. In the past few years, 
the Attorney General’s office has discov- 
ered a handful of entities where money was 
being raised in the name of charity but was 
pocketed instead, Knowles said. 

“The sad part of the solicitation is those 
folks who come in . . . and pencil whip pho- 
ny pledge organizations,” Lang said. “They 
have names that sound legit, and people 
who support us get fooled. . . . That’s real- 
ly the real sad part of this, because it hurts 
charities.” M 


Digital dough 

Some NH businesses accepting digital currency

Mark Edge never expected to earn money 
out of a lunch date. But that’s what happened 
in 2011 when he met with a supporter of his 
New Hampshire-based nationally syndicat- 
ed radio show. Free Talk Live. The supporter, 
Gavin Andresen, asked to meet Edge at a 
Keene Thai restaurant to talk about Bitcoin. 
As they enjoyed their meals Andresen, who is 
the head director of the Bitcoin project, filled 
in Edge about the online currency. 

At the end of the meal Edge picked up the 
tab, and Andresen paid him back in Bitcoins. 
At the time a single Bitcoin was worth about 
25 cents, so Andresen gave Edge 36 digital 
coins. Two weeks ago, Bitcoin’s value hit the 
$1,000 per coin mark for the first time ever. 

New Hampshire has become a hotspot for 
Bitcoin buyers, especially in the Free Staters 
community. The alternative digital curren- 
cy made its debut in 2009. What began as 
an obscure project of Internet techies has 
gained momentum internationally. In New 
Hampshire, libertarians and Free Staters are 
attracted to Bitcoin because it cuts out mid- 
dlemen like banks and credit card companies. 

“Why should I pay 5 percent to change 
my dollars into Canadian dollars?” Edge 
said. “It kills off a lot of inefficiency in the 
marketplace.” 

When Edge first learned about Bitcoin, 
the concept of electronic money with actu- 


al value confused him. Then he did his own 
research and began to think of the currency 
as in terms of online games. In some games, 
there is artificial scarcity of items, and gamers 
can purchase them with real money. 

“I thought, clearly things on the Internet 
can be of value,” Edge said. 

A Bitcoin is bought and sold digitally and 
stored in a “digital wallet.” It is similar to the 
U.S. dollar, the Euro and other national cur- 
rencies, but the system isn’t controlled by 
any country. Bitcoins can be bought online 
at websites like cashincoins.com. Instead of 
a third-party transaction system like a cred- 
it card company to verify the validity of 
payments, Bitcoin’s oversight comes from 
people who work as “miners” from their 
home computers. 

“The hard part is, how do you get the middle 
man out of the way,” said Matthew Carano, 
owner of the Pao Cafe in Newmarket, where 
Bitcoin is an accepted form of payment. “The 
mining system is so revolutionary, so brilliant 
that it’s absolutely fascinating. I’m definitely 
really drawn to it for many reasons beyond as 
a business person. It’s revolutionary to have a 
peer-to-peer transaction system.” 

Today Bitcoin is still primarily used by 
people hoping to earn money as the coins’ 
values increase, much like the use of the stock 
market. But it’s beginning to catch on as an 
accepted form of currency in select stores in 
New Hampshire. 

“More and more businesses are want-

ing to get into Bitcoin,” Edge said. ‘Tt takes 
less work to take Biteoins than it takes to use 
eredit eards. It’s a slow progression that is 
being adopted here and there.” 

Corey Hebert, owner of Vertieal Dreams 
in Manehester and Nashua, started aeeepting 
Biteoin as a form of payment about a year 
ago after a frequent eustomer asked him if he 
ever eonsidered aeeepting them. Hebert did 
some researeh of his own and deeided to give 
it a go. He expeeted that initial eustomer to 
be the only person who would pay with Bit- 
eoin, but sinee then about 10 eustomers have 
repeatedly used it to pay. 

‘The biggest benefit is it bypasses the bank. 
I pay a lot in eredit eard fees,” Hebert said. 
“Also, the priee has gone up. It’s beeome a 
good investment. That was an unexpeeted 
bonus.” 

Cireumventing eredit eard fees is a huge 
ineentive for businesses, said Carano. If a 
restaurant has a profit of 1 0 pereent, 4 pereent 
of that eould go to paying eredit eard proeess- 
ing fees. But Biteoin proeessing is ultimately 
free, he said. 

“If you don’t have any fees it ean really 
add to your bottom line,” Carano said. 

Carano holds a monthly Biteoin meetup at 
the Pao Cafe. Biteoin users or people sim- 
ply eurious about the eurreney eome to these 
meetups, whieh have beeame part of the Bit- 
eoin eulture, espeeially in Manehester and 
Keene, Carano said, where there’s the larg- 
est eommunity of Biteoin users in the state. 

“I feel like I learn a lot from any meetup 


that I go to beeause there are a lot of intriea- 
eies about Biteoin. I feel like I piek up little 
nuanees as I go,” he said. 

In the past eouple weeks, eountries inelud- 
ing Germany and China have imposed 
regulations on the use of Biteoin. Some New 
Hampshire Biteoin users think that if Bit- 
eoin eontinues to grow, the U.S. government 
eould think of it as a threat to U.S. eurreney 
and make Biteoin illegal. 

“I don’t think they see it as mueh of a threat 
right now, but if it fulfills its potential it ean 
beeome a major alternative asset to the U.S. 
dollar,” said Mike Finger, a Free Stater who 
owns Centinel Consulting in Portsmouth. 

Finger said aside from Ron Paul, Biteoin 
has made the largest leap from the Free Stater 
eommunity to the mainstream. 

For now the oversight is minimal. And 
for small businesses the risk involved with 
aeeepting the alternative eurreney is low, 
Hebert said. 

Currently the priee of Biteoin is volatile, 
rising and falling mueh faster than the U.S. 
dollar. If eustomer usage beeame too great, 
the quiek fluetuation of the eoins’ value eould 
mean it would go down between the time a 
business owner reeeives them and the time 
he or she sells them for U.S. dollars. In that 
ease, businesses may begin to use third par- 
ties to quiekly turn their Biteoins into eash as 
transaetions are made. 

“I think that’s why a lot of bigger business- 
es wouldn’t aeeept it,” Hebert said. “But for 
me, it’s a smaller risk.” M

NHIA creative writing program chair teaches the art of writing 

The New Hampshire Institute of Art is making way for the next great literary voices. 
The fine arts college in Manchester kicked off its low-residency Master of Fine Arts 
in Creative Writing program this fall. Monica Bilson, the creative writing chair for 
the program, talks about skill versus art, the benefits of low-residency education 
and how we can “get” poetry. 


Q Is creative writing a skill or an art? 
9 Both. You need very advaneed 
^ skills to be any kind of artist. But 
great skill doesn’t neeessarily 
make great art. 

How does a creative writing 
program fit into a visual arts 
school? 

Many writers are interest- 
ed in produeing eross-genre 
works sueh as eomies, graph- 
ie novels and ehildren’s books, 
whieh rely on illustration. Oth- 
ers are interested in using 
typography and design, or 
printmaking, or photography 
for “hybrid” or experimen- 
tal works of fietion and poetry. 

But even for students interested in writing 
traditional stories, working alongside visu- 
al artists exposes them to alternative ways 
into a pieee. You approaeh writing a seene 
quite differently if you borrow, for instanee, a 
more impressionistie, einematie or otherwise 
visual teehnique, and you might diseov- 
er something you wouldn’t have if you’d 
relied on traditional writing workshop skills. 

What does a low-residency program offer? 

A low-resideney MFA means you are only 
on eampus for two 10-day periods a year: 
one in January and one in June. The rest of 
the time you work independently, although 
you’re in eonstant eommunieation with an 
adviser and mentor as well as fellow students. 
But when you do your work is entirely up to 
you. It’s ideal for someone with a family or 
job that doesn’t allow them to attend regular- 
ly seheduled elasses on eampus. 

What do aspiring writers learn better from 
MFA classes than from a bookshelf? 

There are various modes of reading. When 
you read as a writer, you’re looking for differ- 
ent things than if you’re reading in an English 
elass or for fun. You’re pulling baek the hood, 
to use a ear metaphor, to see how the thing

works. I don’t think that eomes naturally; 
it takes praetiee and a good writing work- 
shop offers that. Another thing that happens 
in workshop is peer eritiques. ... You aetual- 
ly learn more when you eritique your peers’ 
work than when your own work is eritiqued. 

MFA programs are on the rise, 
yet some might argue that with 
the popularity of TV and now 
the Internet, reading is no lon- 
ger a national pastime. Any 
thoughts? 

I’m not sure reading is less 
of a national pastime now than 
in the past. If you have aeeess 
to the Internet you have more 
aeeess to books than ever. Lots 
of writers publish on the Inter- 
net, or write blogs on the Internet, or publish 
in e-joumals, or diseover eaeh other and hold 
online workshops. So in many ways the Inter- 
net has opened up the writing eommunity and 
offers aspiring writers more opportunities. 

How do you teach someone to be a better 
creative writer? 

Keep exposing them to different writers 
and styles of writing, even genres they never 
thought they’d write in. Make a fietion writ- 
er read and write poetry, and eventually, they 
will find their distinet voiee that isn’t like 
anyone else’s. I’ve had students who eame 
in wanting to write seienee fietion and left 
writing some kind of eross between Cormae 
MeCarthy and Hamki Murakami. 

Whafs an MFA program ^s role in the local 
community? 

[To] provide lots of publie leetures and 
readings and exhibitions! I also hope that 
some of our seeond-year students will start 
teaehing eommunity edueation workshops. 
We offer those in Manehester and Sharon, but 
we’d like to offer even more. 

People like to say, H don ^t get poetry, How 
can they learn to get it? 

This is a great question. I reeommend 
reading Stephen Fry’s book. The Ode Less 
Traveled. It’s a really entertaining book 
regardless of how you feel about poetry. Also, 
you must read poetry aloud or listen to it. 
Finally, remember [that] nursery rhymes and 
songs you like are, fundamentally, poetry. Set 
a poem to a melody and sing it! — Rebecca 
Fishow M

And finally there 
was the strange path of West, who rallied from 8 down with 5 minutes left to scrape by Central 53-51 in their opener as Chris 
Dionne scored the final 4 for the Blue Knights. They needed OT to get by Trinity via the strange overtime score of 78-69 on Day 
2. Then dominated Keene in the paint to breeze home in the Final behind Sam Kirchoff’s 14 points and 8 from MVP Sam Caray 
in what was a 3 day series of great events in Manchester.

Hindenburg Disaster: Spectacular air 
disaster on May 6, 1937, where the helium- 
filled German air-ship Hindenburg became 
engulfed in flames while docking at the 
Lakehurst Naval Air Station in New Jersey 
Amazingly 62 of the 97 passengers and crew 
somehow survived the high-above-courtside 
calamity. It was seen by stunned eyewitnesses 
and throughout the country shortly thereafter 
in movie theaters after being covered live by 
Newsreel cameras. Most stirring beyond the 
pictures was the live description by anguished 
radio man Herbert Morrison, who said in a 
cracking voice, “Oh, the humanity,” and later, 
“This is the worst thing I’ve ever seen.” 

John Y, Brown: Last in a disastrous line of 
Celtics owners following the death of saint- 
ed Walter Brown. He vexed Red Auerbach 
to the point of nearly leaving to be GM of 
the Knicks, whom he also he hated, but just 
a tad less than John Y. The sticking point was 
making trades without consulting Red, which 
included a good one that sent center Kev- 
in Kunnert, rookie Freeman Williams and 
Kermit Washington to Buffalo in return for 
crazy Marvin Barnes, small forward Billy 
Knight and Tiny Archibald, a key player on 
the 1981 championship team. The final straw 
was sending the three first-round picks Red 
had accumulated to New York for Bob McA- 
doo because his wife, former Miss America 
and CBS, ahem, sportscaster Phyllis George, 
liked him. But just before Red took the shuttle 
to the Apple, Brown decided to sell the team. 
That left Red around to swindle Detroit GM/ 
Coach Dick Vitale (yes that one) in a deal re- 
gifting McAdoo to the Piston for ML Carr 
and the two first-round picks Red later turned 
into Robert Parish and Kevin McHale. 

Bill RusselVs Celtics: Winners of 11 titles in 
13 years and the standard by which all great 
dynasty teams should be judged. 

Earth, Wind and Fire: Chicago-based band 
that was big for a time in the ’70s and ’80s 
playing a wide range of musical types from 
R&B to soul and jazz to pop, rock, funk 
and even gospel, according to Wikepedia. 
But calling them “one of the most critically 
acclaimed bands of the 20th century” seems 
a bit of a stretch.

‘Twas the week before Christmas and 
nothing was wrapped. You’ve made up 
your list, and eheeked it twiee, but there 
are still people to buy for, and you have 
no idea what to get them. We’ve all been 
there, with the pieky siblings, the distant 
eousins, the eo-workers, the kids’ teaehers 
— what ean you get the people who don’t 
like anything or whom you don’t know 
well enough to know what they like? 

There’s a reason why sweet treats like 
fudge, flavored popeorn, seasoned nuts 
and ehoeolate truffles have stood the test of 
time for gift-giving — forget the fruiteake 
or the figgy pudding. The Hippo talked to 
Noah Munro from The Mill Fudge Faetory, 
Doug Nelson at Nelson’s Candies and Rieh 
Tango-Lowy from Daneing Lion Choe- 
olate about why eonfeetions like fudge, 
peanut brittle and ehoeolate truffles make 
perfeet little presents, whether you buy 
them or make them yourself 

Many loeal business owners and NH 
Made vendors got their start by giving 
sweet gifts during the holidays. Candie 


Roux Goyette from Our Sister’s Nuts used 
a popular family reeipe to make her well- 
reeeived gifts, and Miehele Holbrook of 
Miehele’s Sweet Shoppe in Epsom used to 
give her treats to the bus driver as a speeial 
holiday thank-you. 

Following suit. Hippo staff took to their 
kitehens and prepared a few reeipes of their 
own, then shared whether they were worth 
the time and effort. The general eonsensus 
is that a bateh of fudge or platter of peanut 
brittle wrapped in holiday ribbons makes 
a great gift with a personal toueh. But if 
you still ean’t find the time to wrap pop- 
eorn balls in eellophane, you ean always 
let the pros do the work for you. 



Before starting her own popeorn busi- 
ness, Miehele Holbrook made white 
ehoeolate popeorn as gifts for her kids’ 
teaehers during the holidays. 

‘T would put it in little bags and give it 
to teaehers and the bus driver,” Holbrook 
said. ‘T think people like me that are some- 
what erafty are always going to make their 


own gifts. ... A lot of people don’t have 
time to do it.” 

That’s how Miehele’s Sweet Shoppe 
and Miehele’s Totally Awesome Gourmet 
Popeorn started. Originally, Holbrook was 
thinking about marketing whoopie pies, 
but family and friends persuaded her that 
her white ehoeolate popeorn reeipe would 
be her key to sueeess. She has been mak- 
ing gourmet popeorn for seven years, and 
it’s been three years sinee the Epsom store- 
front opened. 

Popeorn balls and popeorn tins are elas- 
sie holiday gifts. Food network eooks like 
Ree Drummond of The Pioneer Woman 
Cooks and Paula Deen have their own pop- 
eorn ball reeipes (not to mention the vast 
number of reeipes on the popular soeial 
media site Pinterest, where DIY reigns). 
Popeorn balls are made from popped eom 
with eom symp and sugar. Festive vari- 
eties inelude earamel, melted eolored 
ehoeolates and eandies drizzled into pop- 
eorn mixes. 

Although Miehele’s Sweet Shoppe 
doesn’t have popeorn balls, it has over 25 
sweet, savory and seasonal popeorn fla- 
vors to ehoose from. The gourmet popeorn 


is available by the bag and in tins. 

“That’s our biggest seller this time of 
year,” Holbrook said about the popeorn tins. 
“[They’re great] if you have a yankee swap 
gift or you need something for a seeret San- 
ta gift.” 

The gourmet popeorn at Miehele’s eomes 
in flavors like garlie and rosemary, einnamon 
sugar, dark ehoeolate mint, peanut butter 
eup, mudslide and more. The most popular 
flavor is Buffalo Supreme, but the seasonal 
flavors for winter are also a hit. 

There’s Jaek Frost Jumble, made with 
earamel popeorn, eoated in white ehoeo- 
late, mixed in with emshed pretzels, emshed 
almonds and einnamon ehips and drizzled 
in more white ehoeolate. The Nor’Easter is 
a earamel popeorn eoated in milk ehoeolate, 
potato ehips and honey-roasted peanuts, then 
drizzled in another layer of milk ehoeolate. 
Christmas Cmneh is made with earamel pop- 
eorn, dried Craisins and eashews. 

“Luekily, this year is the year for gour- 
met popeorn anyway,” Holbrook said. “I 
think espeeially within the last two or three 
years it’s beeome bigger than it used to be 
and evolved [into] more exotie things with 
popeorn.”

I admit, I love Pinterest. It’s a social media site that allows users to “pin” ideas, recipes and 
images to digital versions of pinboards. It’s a great tool for crafts, recipes and overall DIY 
activities. I had been meaning to try my hand at a popcorn snack recipe, and this one cap- 
tured my attention because it looked so festive. The recipe was “pinned” from Cooking 
Classy, a recipe blog. 

The recipe was extremely easy to follow, and it took me less than 1 5 minutes from start to 
finish. I already had a bag of pretzels in my pantry, along with leftover red and green sprin- 
kles from cookie decorating last Christmas, so I only had to get the vanilla candy melts 
(available at Michael’s and A.C. Moore) and a bag of M&Ms. If you had to go out and buy 
all the ingredients, it’s still an affordable recipe. At the end, there’s so much “Christmas 
Crunch,” and it’s so sweet, that this could be a great little gift for a large number of people. 
I also used kettle com instead of popcorn. I thought that the sweetness of the kettle com 
would work well with the chocolate. 

Although I was intimidated by the chocolate melting part, it was easy, manageable and 
quick to clean up. The best part was that it looked just like the photo in the recipe (as 
opposed to the mutant popcorn monster I had feared). I would package up the popcorn in 
holiday cellophane with ribbon, which is now what I plan to do for friends and family this 
Christmas. It’s a gift that’s festive, colorful, delicious and easy, too.

Vi cup popping popcorn kernels, or two 
bags tender white popcorn 

1 (12-ounce) bag vanilla candy melts 
1 V-i cups broken pretzel pieces 
1 (12-ounce) bag green and red milk 
chocolate or mint M&Ms 
Red, green and white sprinkles 

Pop popcorn in a popcorn popper into 
a large bowl (or alternately in the micro- 
wave if using microwave bags of popcorn) 
according to manufacturer’s directions. 
Remove any unpopped popcorn kernels. 
Toss in broken pretzel pieces and M&Ms. 

^ Melt vanilla candy melts in a microwave 


safe bowl on 50-percent power in 30- sec- 
ond intervals (or defrost for one minute, 
and then microwave for 30-second inter- 
vals), stirring after each interval until 
melted and smooth. Drizzle half of melt- 
ed chips over popcorn mixture, then stir, 
tossing gently a few times with a rubber 
spatula. Then drizzle remaining half of 
melted chips over popcorn, and gently stir 
mixture until evenly coated (don’t over 
stir though or your sprinkles won’t stick 
if the white chips begin to set and hard- 
en). Pour mixture into a single layer onto 
wax paper. Sprinkle entire mixture even- 
ly with sprinkles (as many as you’d like) 
before vanilla chips set. Allow to cool and 
harden, then gently break into pieces and 
store in an airtight container.

Fudge is a family matter for Noah Mun- 
ro, owner of The Mill Fudge Factory. 

“The original recipe that our fudges are 
based on comes from my Scottish grand- 
father — technically my step-grandfather,” 
Munro said. “I started this business with 
my father and stepmother in 2006.” 

The fudge comes in 24 flavors, like Bel- 
gian chocolate and the original penuche 
recipe, made with butter, sugar, milk and 
honey. During the holidays — The Mill 
Fudge Factory’s busiest time of year, Mun- 
ro said — there are seasonal flavors like 
eggnog, cranberry maple nut, holiday mint 
and pumpkin. 

“We do have some interesting flavors,” 
Munro said. “Probably eggnog is our most 
popular seasonal flavor.” 

Real eggnog is used in the eggnog fudge 
recipe instead of dairy. 

“Since it has more fat than regular milk, 
it comes out creamy, plus [we add] a touch 
of nutmeg,” Munro said. 


Instead of using ingredients like com 
symp, fudge made at the Mill Fudge Fac- 
tory incorporates local New Hampshire 
honey and Cabot butter (instead of cream), 
and the maple fudges are made with maple 
symp from Warner. 

“It’s definitely one of those foods that 
brings back memories for people,” Mun- 
ro said. “I hear that all the time. I’ve had 
people say that their grandmother or grand- 
father used to make fudge and they wish 
they had the recipe still. . . . We’ve got peo- 
ple that say, ‘Your fudge is better than my 
grandmother’s, but don’t tell her!”’ 

Munro also hears about customers’ 
attempts at fudge. It can be a daunting 
sweet to make at home. 

“Mainly, it’s the chemistry, so getting the 
right temperature for cooking [is essential]. 
In our case we pay a lot of attention to what 
temperature it cools to before we blend it,” 
Munro said. “I hear people all the time say- 
ing, T used to make fudge, but I couldn’t 
make it for the life of me — it came out 
grainy.’” 

The sugar crystals contribute to the tex-

fudge eomes out grainy. Reeipes that use 
Marshmallow Fluff or that inelude a lot of 
eom syrup help to prevent a grainy fudge. 

“There are a lot of reeipes out there that 
aren’t trieky,” Munro said. ‘T think some 
people are intimidated by making fudge. 

. . . It’s also time-eonsuming.”

Fudge ean be made over the stovetop, 
but many reeipes now eall for a mierowave 
to help with the eooking proeess. 

“It’s instant little bliss . . . and inherent- 
ly a speeial treat,” Munro said. “Fudge ean 
transport [you] to earlier days, and it’s been 
around for a long time as a eandy. . . . We’re 
trying to be a part of that.” 


Cru/e dr o/ — 

This recipe was given to me by a co-worker, and frankly, the biggest reason I followed 
through with it was that it supposedly took only 9 minutes to make, as the recipe calls for 
my absolute favorite appliance: the microwave. 

This fudge also requires only four ingredients, three of which are sugar, butter and peanut 
butter, so I figured it’d be pretty difficult to mess up. Plus, if I did manage to screw it up. I’d 
have done so with some relatively inexpensive ingredients. (If you haven’t guessed. I’m not 
the most confident of chefs — my idea of cooking is making toast.) 

But I have to admit, this was pretty easy, even by my standards. It did take slightly longer 
than 9 minutes to make, mostly because I ended up getting peanut butter everywhere. (Tip: 
don’t think that you’ll save time washing measuring cups by using the 1 cup for powdered 
sugar and four Va cups for the peanut butter. Scooping out and measuring peanut butter four 
times is torture.) A few other rookie mistakes: I melted the butter and peanut butter in too 
small a bowl, so the mixture bubbled over during the second “stir and microwave on high 
for two more minutes.” The recipe also calls for parchment paper, which I did not have on 
hand, which made cutting and separating just a bit messier (and a bit more crumbly). 
Overall, I was pretty impressed with the recipe. I also, as per suggestion, added some 
chopped-up Reese’s Peanut Butter Cups (the smaller ones — they seem to have more choc- 
olate per cup), which melded nicely in the mix. The recipe results in a good deal of fudge, 
and so this, in my opinion, is also an easy, tasty option for holiday gift-giving. 

I brought the fudge to a get-together with some friends last weekend, who I told to be honest 
— our readers want to know if the recipe’s any good! — but everyone thought it was deli- 
cious. I particularly enjoyed it with an icy glass of milk.

2 sticks of butter 

1 cup creamy peanut butter 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

1 pound powdered sugar 

Chopped mini Reese’s Peanut Butter Cups 

(optional) 


Combine butter and peanut butter in a 
microwavable bowl. Cover with paper tow- 
el and microwave for 2 minutes on high. 
Stir and microwave on high for 2 more 
minutes. Add vanilla and powdered sugar 
to peanut butter mixture and stir until firm. 
If desired, add Reese’s Peanut Butter Cups 
to the top of the fudge. Spread into an 8-by- 
8-inch pan lined with buttered parchment 
paper. Cover and refrigerate for at least 2 
hours. Cut into cubes.

Choeolate need not be left to the pro- 
fessionals. Master ehoeolatier Rieh 
Tango-Lowy at Daneing Lion Choeolate in 
Manehester said that for truffles, the ehal- 
lenge is in their simplieity. 

‘They’re truffles beeause they look like 
la truffe — beeause they look like the mush- 
room,” Tango-Lowy said. “Most people 
don’t really understand what a truffle is, and 
it’s very simple. A truffle is a ganaehe dust- 
ed in eoeoa powder. And the ganaehe is an 
emulsion of eream and ehoeolate.” 

For ehoeolatiers like Tango-Lowy, truf- 
fles are diffieult to perfeet beeause they are 
so simple. But that’s also what makes them a 
great gift to make at home, Tango-Lowy said. 

“Truffles really are a perfeet food for this, 
beeause as long as you use good ingredients, 
they’re very easy,” he said. “The way we do 
them, not so mueh. The way we teaeh peo- 
ple to do them, very mueh.” 

Daneing Lion Choeolate has been hosting 
Choeolate Truffles elasses sinee it opened. 
Eaeh two-hour elass is hands-on with 
instruetion on making truffles. An instrue- 
tor explains the ingredients and introduees 
partieipants to ehoeolate and the differenees 
between varieties of ehoeolate. Partieipants 
make eoated and uneoated truffles, and at 
the end, there’s time to sample the truffles 
made in the elass and ask questions of the 
instruetor. Everyone leaves with a box of 
truffles. 

“With a eouple really basie teehniques, 
anybody ean do it. It’s aetually easier than 
fudge, I think,” Tango-Lowy said. “Beeause 


truffles are assoeiated with European ehoe- 
olatiering, it’s eonsidered something a little 
bit more elegant and a little bit more speeial 
in a lot of ways. So people are less likely to 
do them often. They might think that they’re 
harder, whieh they don’t really need to be.” 

Tango-Lowy reeommends using bloeks 
of ehoeolate instead of ehoeolate ehips and 
melting the ehoeolate gently in the miero- 
wave. Another key triek is, when mixing the 
eream and the ehoeolate, stir in small eireles 
at the eenter of the bowl until the ganaehe 
is shiny. 

After letting the ganaehe sit, there are 
two teehniques to making the truffles. One 
way is to dust the ganaehe in eoeoa powder; 
the other is to enrobe the ganaehe in melted 
ehoeolate before eoating it in ground nuts, 
toasted eoeonut or other toppings. 

“The ehoeolate eovering should be paper 
thin,” Tango-Lowy said. “A truffle is about 
the ganaehe; it’s not about the big shell on 
the outside. . . . When you bite into it, that 
ganaehe will dissolve and turn into almost 
a eloud-like liquid as soon as it hits your 
mouth.” 

There are different ways to flavor the 
ganaehe. Use lemon zest or aleohol, or steep 
the eream for a day with eoffee beans, tea 
or eitrus zest (then strain the eream before 
boiling). 

“I think truffles are very speeial, beeause 
to me, you’re not just making something, 
you’re making something with your hands,” 
Tango-Lowy said. “You put something of 
yourself when you make a truffle. . . . You’re 
putting your soul into that pieee of ehoeo- 
late. For somebody to eonsume that or for 
somebody to sit and share that with some- 
body, it’s like breaking bread. It’s just sueh 
an early human ritual that gift giving — 
making something at home no matter how 
simple, then sharing it with somebody else, 
whether at your table or as a gift — it’s as 
fundamental as it gets. ...

The recipe itself is very easy. It’s pretty much just melt, cool, shape and it’s done. The mess- 
iest part was shaping the chocolate, because the cold chocolate melts instantaneously when 
it hits your warm hands so shaping it into a ball becomes kind of gross very quickly. I used a 
ziplock bag full of the shredded coconut and one filled with oreo cookie crumbles. I dropped 
the chocolates in one at a time and shook the bag so that coating the truffles was easy (and 
for clean-up, I could just toss the bag). 

Luckily, my mother had unsalted butter and heavy cream left over from Thanksgiving 
baking, so I didn’t have to buy those ingredients. The chocolate I used was Ghirardelli 
60-percent dark chocolate (cost $2.50). The most expensive was the coating. I bought Ore- 
os (cost $3.00), and only used three cookies (which covered half of my truffles) and some 
shredded coconut (99 cents). All in all, they tasted more expensive than what they actually 
cost (so that was a plus). 

I made them for my family, and my grandmother raved about them. I believe she used 
the word “decadent.” My mom said they tasted like expensive fancy chocolates, and they 
looked really pretty on the serving tray. Personally, I thought they were very rich, but I guess 
that depends on what chocolate you use. I might use a milk chocolate base next time. I liked 
that they were customizable, and you can pretty much use anything as a topping and I’d 
imagine any kind of chip for a base. 

I put them on a cake dish for more of a presentation. It might be difficult to give as gifts, as 
they are supposed to remain chilled to keep the shape and not melt. I would make these as a 
party dessert, but probably not package them individually for gifting. If I did, there is a sug- 
gestion in the recipe to place them in tiny paper cups, package them up in a small box and 
refrigerate before gifting.

Vs cup heavy cream 
6 tablespoons unsalted butter 
1 y4 cups dark chocolate chips 

Bring the cream to a simmer in a small sauce- 
pan. Add butter and stir until it’s melted, then 
^ add chocolate chips. Stir until these are com- 


pletely melted and smooth. Remove from heat 
and pour into a shallow bowl. Cool, cover and 
refrigerate for at least 2 hours so that the mix- 
ture is very firm. Using a tablespoon, scoop 
the mixture and roll into small ball, approxi- 
mately 1 inch in size. Roll each truffle in 
desired topping (ground nuts, coconut, cocoa 
or melted chocolate) and refrigerate in an air- 
tight container for up to 2 weeks. 




A little like chestnuts roasting on an 
open fire, Candie Roux Goyette’s kitch- 
en always smells delicious. Goyette is 
the sister of Our Sister’s Nuts, a licensed 
homestead business with flavored nut mix- 
es (her younger brother thought of the 
clever name). 

“I started with the original nut recipe,” 
Goyette said. “I started making it for my 
family close to 30 years ago. It did become 
a Christmas tradition. At the time, they 
were called yummy nut crunch — the kids 
kind of named them.” 

Goyette remembers cracking nuts as a 
kid during the holidays. 

“This just kind of takes it to another lev- 
el,” she said. 

She bakes all the nut mixes in her home 
kitchen. There are eight different flavors, 
like a spicy mix with cayenne, a cinnamon 
almond, the original sweet flavor, a walnut 
oatmeal cookie (with cookie crumbles add- 
ed to the walnuts) and cocoa cookie (with 
baked nuts and crumbles of cocoa cookies, 
rolled in milk chocolate). 

Goyette experiments with flavor vari- 
ations, too. She’s made pumpkin spice 
flavored nuts, a peppermint stick nut mix 


and peanut butter cookie nuts, made with 
peanuts and drizzled with chocolate on top. 

“They’re baked in butter in the oven 
with all these wonderful things, the sug- 
ar and the spices,” she said. “I’ve learned 
through an awful lot of years through bak- 
ing these. ... Anyone who has a favorite 
recipe, you can almost do it in your sleep.” 

The nuts are baked so that they’re soft 
and include mixed nuts, like cashews, 
almonds, hazelnuts, Brazil nuts, walnuts 
and pecans, but customers can also order 
nut mixes with just one kind of nut (like 
a flavored mix of cashews, for example). 
Pecans and walnuts are great for picking up 
the flavors, she said. 

When baking the nuts, Goyette stirs the 
mixture regularly to mix it well and make 
sure everything is evenly cooked. She 
recommends giving any baked nut reci- 
pe plenty of time to cool at the end of the 
process. 

“Most people are surprised when they 
first taste them. I don’t think they’re quite 
sure what to expect,” she said. “In our fami- 
ly it’s very, very traditional, especially with 
the original sweet. My family always asks 
for that and they love the spicy as well.” 

Goyette packages the nuts in glass jars, 
favor boxes and bags, and glass or crystal

No, it’s not a gag from the “Delicious Dish” 
Saturday Night Live skit. Instead, it’s the 
easiest holiday treat in the world. There are 
plenty of variations on the spiced nut recipe, 
but if you’re looking for a fool-proof solu- 
tion for Christmas party favors or simple 
gifts for co-workers, it’ll only take an hour 
of your time to whip up this simple recipe, 
which came from my mom. 

I was surprised at how simple it was. All 
of the ingredients were already in my cup- 
board. My mom’s spiced nuts were my 
brothers’ and my favorite part of the holiday 
season. Where I grew up it was customary 
to trade tins of Christmas treats with your 
immediate neighbors, and the spiced pecans 
were my mom’s signature addition to her 
tins of deer button cookies and ginger snaps. 
Once finished baking, the spiced pecans are 
quite versatile. Mix them in with M&Ms 
and serve them at a party or place them atop 
cupcakes for an added treat. The recipe is 
also easily expandable by adding walnuts 
and almonds. Just make sure to adjust the 
recipe accordingly with the volume of nuts. 

1 personally like to package them in mason 
jars and tie Christmas bows around the seal 
of the jar for a festive gift.

Nelson’s Candies is known for its pea- 
nut brittle. That’s probably because, like 
the other candies at Nelson’s, it’s all 
made by hand the old-fashioned way. 

“It’s a big Christmas item,” owner 
Doug Nelson said in a phone interview. 
“I think it’s just been an old-time favor- 
ite throughout the years.” 

Brittle is a hard candy made by com- 
bining nuts with caramelized sugar. 
Although there are other varieties, like 
almond brittle or pecan brittle, peanut 
brittle is by far the most popular. 

“We start off with a simple syrup mix, 
which is sugar and corn syrup, and we 
use raw peanuts,” Nelson said. “The can- 
dy is what cooks the peanut.” 

After the syrup boils, the peanut brittle 
at Nelson’s Candies is hand pulled. The 
brittle is put on a water table and pulled 
thin with pallet knives. 

Customers who come in seeking the 
famous brittle often remark on their 
attempts to make the sweet confection at 
home. 

“We hear that all the time,” Nelson 
said. “Most famously, they try to make it 
in the microwave.” 

Nelson isn’t too sure about the micro- 
wave recipes, but that’s also because the 
Nelson’s recipe is tried and true. Nel- 
son’s Candies has been a sweet New 
England establishment since 1911, and 
even today all the candies are made with 
the old-fashioned copper kettle. 

“They come in and say, ‘Oh, it’s OK,’ 
and ‘It’s not like yours,”’ Nelson said 
about the microwaved brittle attempts. 
“We know that we make the best peanut 
brittle in the world. It’s a recipe we’ve 
been sticking to for over 100 years.” 

The Wilton store is the main store, with 
a summer seasonal Nelson’s Candies at

This recipe took less than 20 minutes from start to finish, and the result, while not at quite 
the same level of deliciousness as, say. Nelson’s peanut brittle, was well worth the minimal 
effort. It was easy enough that my 5 -year-old daughter and I made it during halftime of a 
Patriots game, and by the middle of the third quarter, it was done setting and we were hand- 
ing out samples. 

I tried it first; it looked so good as I was breaking it into pieces that I couldn’t help but take 
a taste. And then another. And another. It was the perfect ratio of peanuts to brittle, and it 
didn’t stick to my teeth at all — I usually avoid peanut brittle because I always feel like it’s 
going to rip my fillings out. 

I really didn’t think my incredibly picky daughter would like it, but she did — every time 
she came back to get samples for the rest of the family, she asked for “one more little piece.” 
My 8-year-old son gave it rave reviews and begged me to pack some in his lunch the next 
day. My mom said she liked that it wasn’t sickeningly sweet like some peanut brittle can 
be. My dad will eat pretty much anything anyway, but, having watched the halftime report 
while I slaved over a hot microwave in the kitchen, he agreed that the final product was 
totally worth my time. 

I’ve already promised my kids that we’ll be making this again soon. My only complaint is 
that it doesn’t make a lot, so I’ll probably go with a double batch next time around.

Nutcracker with a twist 

After 25 years, Northern Ballet brings new choreography

Ballet novices will have little difficulty 
understanding Tina Cassidy’s choreograph- 
ic inspiration for the Northern Ballet 
Theatre’s 25th Anniversary production of 
The Nutcracker. 

Fifteen-year-old Emma Wood, who plays 
the Columbine Doll, says Cassidy’s chore- 
ography might even make more sense than 
the traditional setup. (Though it can also be 
argued that at points, the traditional cho- 
reography just doesn’t make sense. Mice 
royalty? The Land of Sweets? And who is 
this Nutcracker dude, anyway?) 

Cassidy’s choreography settles the 
answers to at least two Nutcracker-relai- 
ed questions. In this show, audiences learn 
how the Nutcracker Prince was turned into 
a Nutcracker, and then, they get a better feel 
for why Clara falls so hard for him. (Spoiler 
alert: She’s met him before.) 

“Because people really like the clas- 
sic, traditional Nutcracker, we tried to 


keep the same sort of plot. We just put 
some enhancements in it,” Cassidy said in 
a phone interview. “We made it more of a 
coming-of-age story for Clara.” 

If you’re not familiar with the tradition- 
al production, it goes something like this: 
It’s Christmas Eve and a family is visited 
by a man named Drosselmeyer, a toymak- 
er and magician, who brings to the party a 
collection of toys and, for his goddaugh- 
ter Clara, a Nutcracker, which she takes 
an immediate liking to. After everybody’s 
gone to bed, the clock strikes midnight and 
Clara returns to the parlor to check on her 
Nutcracker, only to find that somehow, he’s 
grown to life-size and that he’s in battle 
with a Mouse King. The two are surround- 
ed by armies of mice and gingerbread men. 

Clara distracts the Mouse King (by 
throwing her shoe at him), enabling the 
Nutcracker to stab him. Then, the Nut- 
cracker transforms into a prince and leads 
Clara to the Land of Sweets, where she’s 
met with performances and gifts from the 
people there, who are grateful for her role 


in saving the Nutcracker Prince. 

In most productions, the Nutcracker 
Prince doesn’t appear until after the mouse 
fight. But in this one, we see him before 
the battle, in the form of Dosselmeyer’s 
nephew, whom he brings to the party and 
introduces to Clara early Christmas Eve. 
They dance together, but then, later that 
night, the nephew is bewitched into becom- 
ing the nutcracker by an evil Mouse Queen. 
When he’s transformed back to human, he 
and Clara fall in love. 

“The nephew turns out to be the Nut- 
cracker Prince. This is not done in a lot 
of versions,” Cassidy said. “I’ve been in 
countless Nutcrackers myself — I was a 
professional dancer, and I’ve seen so many 
different versions, and I thought that this 
would be an interesting twist, to have him 
appear beforehand.” 

It should be noted that though the chore- 
ography new, it’s not that new. 

“There were a couple of years when we 
tried to modernize The Nutcracker and set 
it to modern music, but there was this big 
outcry. People want to see The Nutcrack- 
er in its entirety, in the way it’s supposed to 
be. I think part of it has to do with the music 
of Tchaikovsky, which is so haunting and 
so beautiful,” Cassidy said. 

Emma Wood has been dancing in the 
Northern Ballet Theatre’s version of The 
Nutcracker for more than 10 years now, but 
she really likes what they’ve come up with 
for 2013. She thinks it makes more sense. 

“I really like the new choreography. It’s 
telling some of the story that was left out 
before. It’s putting a new light to the show,” 
Wood said. 

Her mother, Kelly Wood, likes it too. 
But then, she’s a bit biased toward North- 
ern Ballet Theatre’s rendition of The 
Nutcracker. Kelly Wood performed with 
the ballet theater during its first full Nut- 
cracker production 25 years ago, and also 
in the production 26 years ago, when the 
company produced Act II of the show. This

was before her daughter was bom and back 
when the company was called Granite State 
Ballet. She performs again this year in the 
party scene. 

Kelly Wood didn’t intend on continu- 
ing with The Nutcracker when Emma was 
bom, but she was “coerced” into start- 
ing up again when Emma began lessons at 
age 3. These days, it seems to be more dif- 
ficult dissuading her from dancing in The 
Nutcracker. 

“Everything about The Nutcracker is 
exciting. ... It’s become a tradition now. 
I’ve said in the past that I don’t want to do it 
again, I want to have a year where I can go 
to my friend’s Christmas party, but every 
year, I remember again the excitement and 
get drawn into doing it,” Wood said. 

Plus, she gets to dance with Emma, 
who admitted that it is cool not only that 
her mom is onstage with her, but that she 
understands the stress of dancing in such a 
big production. 

The show features two guest artists, 
Cecile Girard, who hails from New York 
City and plays the Sugar Plum Fairy, and 
her partner, Ibrahim Perez, who plays the 
Cavalier and is from Lyon, France. Play- 
ing one of the youngest Claras to date is 
12-year-old Emma Chew. 

“This isn’t just a dance recital. This is a 
professional show with professional cos- 
tumes, professional lighting, and the quality 
of dance is something that has been com- 
pared to Boston. . . . Most of the students 
are pre-professional level,” Kelly Wood 
said. “Even our youngest dancers have to 
go through the audition process.”^

Manchester new Americans appreciate “Africa Interweave: Textile Diasporas”

When a handful of women immigrants, 
refugees and new Amerieans walked into 
the Currier’s Afriean textile exhibition last 
month, their faees lit up. 

The women were from Sewing Confi- 
denee, a program through Rubia, Ine. that 
began in 2009 to foster integration of reset- 
tled refugee women in Manehester through 
instruetion in sewing, applied English, 
produet design and management training. 
The group meets twiee weekly to sew and 
soeialize. For some of these women, this 
was their first visit to the Currier, period. 

Thandi Tshabangu-Soko, for instanee, 
lived in Manehester for 10 years before 
stepping inside the museum. 

‘T’d drive by and say, ‘That’s a plaee 
where mzungo [white people] go,” Tsha- 
bangu-Soko said in a press release. 

But “Afriea Interweave: Textile 
Diasporas” lured a number of them in, par- 
tieularly the nonprofit’s Afriean members. 
For the women and for Tshabangu-Soko, 
in partieular, it helped instill a sense of 
belonging within the eity. The exhibition 
explores the history, trade routes, eultures 
and eustoms of Afriea through its high- 
fashion, eostume and traditional textiles. 

“I knew about the Currier, but I didn’t 
know what it was doing. I didn’t think 
it had anything to do with me. I eould 
always see lots of ears in the parking lot 
there every time I drove by Beeeh Street, 
but I never knew what was going on,” 
said Tshabangu-Soko, who’s also the new

direetor of Sewing Confidenee. 

“The exhibition is embraeing the diverse 
eultures here. We had this very warm feel- 
ing when we walked in,” Tshabangu-Soko 
said. 

Tshabangu-Soko eame to the United 
States from Zimbabwe 10 years ago first 
to study publie health, and then to study 
eommunity development. She reeognized 
some of the pieees on view from those 
she’d seen at home, but many more were 
unfamiliar. 

“The textiles were very beautiful. I saw a 
number that I’d never seen before,” she said. 

She was partieularly enthralled with the 
textiles from West Afriea, and the history 
behind those pieees. 

The exhibition also provides an oppor- 
tunity for her to share her eulture with her 
friends and family from the States; she 
told them about the Currier’s most reeent 
show and was delighted when many of 
them took the drive to see it. Some of them 
traveled from as far away as Fong Island. 


The women, said 
Catherine Reilly, 

exeeutive direetor of 
Sewing Confidenee ’s 
parent eompany, Rubia 
Ine., spent a lot of 
time studying eaeh 
pieee, partieularly the 
kente and mud eloths, 
in whieh they liked 
searehing for sym- 
bols. She ventured into 
“Afriean Interweave” 
with these women, and 
she eould see from their 
expressions, from their 
reaetions, that it meant 
a lot to them to see their 
eulture valued here. 

“Beeause in spite of 
everything, raeism still 
exists everywhere,” 

Reilly said. She eited 
the raeist graffiti splat- 
tered on refugee homes 
in Coneord two years ago as an example. 

But in a sense, that was an intention of 
showing “Afriea Interweave” in the first 
plaee. 

“Manehester has long been a resettle- 
ment site for refugees, offering a home 
for those without a home,” Currier Diree- 
tor of PR and Marketing Steve Koniek 
wrote in an email. “The Afriea Interweave 
show has provided us with an opportunity 
to reaeh out to Afriean immigrants living 
in Manehester, reminding them of their 
ineredibly beautiful eulture and allowing 


everyone to appreeiate it.” 

The faet that the exhibition shows in 
Manehester, is also signifieant. 

“Manehester has this very important 
eonneetion to textile. It was built on the 
textile industry, and I think people from 
New Hampshire have a speeial plaee for 
them,” Reilly said. “Beauty is universal. 
You don’t need language to see it, whieh, 
hands-down, is one of the biggest ehal- 
lenges for these new Amerieans. This is 
a way to eommunieate with Manehester 
without words.” M

have different obstaeles to jump 
over, ineluding other trueks, ears, 
boats, buses, earavans and maybe 
even an airplane.

Depending on the arena, the driver 
will have 60 to 90 seeonds to do a 
free- style routine. Judging is based 
on ereativity, style and the degree 
of skill. 

Eaeh monster truek has its own 
name.

Birds of prey 

Amoskeag Fishways hosts “Winter Hawks and Owls”

An owl has to move its entire head to see 
what’s surrounding it, because its eyes are 
fixed sockets, giving it binocular vision. 

When hawks dive down for their prey, 
it’s estimated that they can reach speeds of 
150 miles an hour or more. 

These are some examples of what kids 
can learn when they visit Amoskeag Fish- 
ways during Family Friday Night event. 
This Friday, there will be a presentation 
called “Winter Hawks and Owls.” 

“The program is for children and fam- 
ilies, and it’s a mix of learning about the 
birds while trying to throw some fim 
things in there like games and activities,” 
said Rachel Brown, who will lead the 
presentation. 

Through these games and hands-on 
activities kids will learn all about different 
hawks and owls. While there are no live 
birds, children will get to see hawk wings, 
talons, feathers, pictures and pellets from 
the birds. Children will learn about how 
these animals survive in the winter, how 
they get their food and how different their 
eyesight is from humans’. 

“I think the kids’ favorite thing is when 
they get to see and touch real things,” 
Brown said of the talons and feathers. 

“I think it’s important for people to know 
about the animals, know that they’re wild

Two festivals, dozens of decorated trees

Sixteen Christmas trees or a hundred, 
“Inspiring Joy” theme or no theme at all, 
Warner and Antrim’s tree festivals are 
different in size and exeeution, but both 
are adding a toueh of eheer to the holi- 
day season. 

“This year’s theme is ‘Inspiring Joy,’ 
so we do have a eouple of unique trees,” 
said Dan Watts, who helped organize the 
Warner Festival of Trees with his wife, 
Mary.

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Over in Antrim, the town is holding 
its fourth annual Festival of Trees event, 
with about 100 trees on display as well a 
variety of other holiday items, ineluding 
wreaths, paintings and a village display. 

Eaeh year, the trees get more ereative 
than the previous year, said Kristy Boule, 
a member of the festival eommittee.

People really 
run with that and expand on it,” Boule 
said. 

“Times are tough for a lot of people,” 
she added. “It’s just one of those lit- 
tle things that puts a smile on people’s 
faees.”

IN/OUT THE GARDENING GUY 

Holiday decor 

Make your home cheerful

Recently the weather has been dismal: dark 
gray days with precipitation off and on. Over 
the centuries people have combated the dark- 
ness with candles, bonfires, holiday lights 
and sprigs of greenery placed on the door or 
brought inside. Let’s look at what we can do. 

First, I regularly visit my local independent 
florist. Florists are a dying breed, along with 
independent bookstores and family-owned 
hardware stores. Call me an old codger, but 
I believe that there is value in supporting all 
of these institutions, even if I pay a dollar or 
two more for what I buy. The owners of these 
institutions have a wealth of knowledge and 
are happy to help you find what you need, and 
often their prices and quality are better. 

For example, I believe that the flowers I 
get fi*om my florist last longer and look better 
than flowers bought at a big box store. I ask 
my florist to put together a bouquet of flow- 
ers for me, and she picks a nice selection; $10 
will usually buy a generous bouquet. 

Keeping the bouquet fi-esh takes regular 
maintenance: I change the water every day or 
two, and trim off half an inch of stem each 
time. It’s also important to remove all leaves 
that might get into the water. When the leaves 
die, bacteria grow and slime forms, blocking 
the uptake of water so they wilt. 

A few years ago I called my florist to see if 
she had any potted phalaenopsis orchids for 
sale. Surprisingly, she told me to go to a big 
box store, and I did. I was amazed to see them 
for sale under $15. Certain big box stores 
obviously have suppliers who sell them truck 
loads of these hardy and gorgeous orchids. So 
most florists don’t even try to compete. 

Phalaenopsis orchids are relatively easy to 
maintain and can be coaxed to produce more 
blossoms in future years. They want bright 
diffuse light: a table top in a bright room is 
fine. The key is to avoid overwatering. These 
orchids are sold growing in a fast-draining 
bark mixture without soil. The roots are in a 
plastic mesh pot with holes which sits inside 
a “cache” pot that has no drainage hole. I lift 
the inner pot out of the outer, and allow water 
to run through the bark chips once a week. I 
allow it to drain, then return it to the cache 
pot. If you water the plant in the outer pot, it 
collects water at the base, eventually drown- 
ing your orchid. 

I also scavenge twigs, branches, dry flow- 
ers and berries to add to flower arrangements, 
or to create my own. Each fall I cut hydrangea 
blossoms and store them in tall flower pots 
without water; they last well all winter. 

Teasel is a dreaded weed for com farmers 
in the Midwest, but I grow a few plants each 
summer and use it as a dry flower in winter

arrangements. This plant is biennial, mean- 
ing that it blooms in its second year of life, 
and then dies. It gets to be over 6 feet tall and 
displays wonderful seed pods that have sharp 
barbs and spines. The key is to learn to iden- 
tify the first year plants so that you can weed 
out most of them before they mature. 

Evergreen boughs are nice indoors at this 
time of year. Just be careful where you make 
your cuts. Never take the top of a small tree, 
or the tip of a prominent branch. Most do 
not replace the missing branch, or will send 
out several new branches instead of just one. 
So you can spoil the look of your evergreen 
by snipping branches carelessly. Cut inner 
branches, or take pieces from inconspicuous 
places. 

Canadian hemlock is plentiful in woods 
everywhere, but the needles do not last well 
indoors. (Identify them by their short, flat nee- 
dles.) Your best bet is to buy a Christmas tree 
that is a little too tall and then cut off branch- 
es at the base to use in vases or swags. White 
pine lasts well in a vase and is very common 
(Identify them by their five long, soft needles 
per cluster of needles). 

Of the berries, the brightest and best look- 
ing is winterberry (Ilex verticillata), our native 
deciduous holly. These are understory trees or 
tall shmbs that grow wild in wet places and 
swamps, but also make satisfactory garden 
plants. They are dioecious, which means you 
need a boy bush to go with the females — 
or no berries. The berries are commonly sold 
by florists and grocers, and look great, though 
they tend to drop a few berries on the table 
before long. I don’t know how to keep that 
from happening. 

Last but not least, I am cheered up by out- 
door winter lights. In recent years the industry 
has come up with LED lights that use almost 
no electricity - less than 5 watts a string 
instead of the 5 watts a bulb we had in my 
youth. So I place them in my garden on 
trees and shrubs and run them late into the 
winter. It’s all part staying cheerful while 
living in the Great North.

Old clutch idea still holds true 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

I am an old-timer and have driven man- 
ual transmissions since the late ‘60s. In 
those days, I was told that it is not good to 
leave the clutch depressed when at a stop- 
light, as it would prematurely wear out 
the throw-out bearing. I am now driving a 
2009 Mini Cooper with a six-speed manu- 
al transmission, and I’m wondering if this 
old rule still applies. Or has modern tech- 
nology improved to the point where this 
is no longer an issue? Thank you! — Joe 

TOM: No. Modern technology has not 
improved to the point where this is not an 
issue. 

RAY: In other words, it’s still an issue. 


TOM: In fact, back in the late ‘60s, it 
was far easier to change a release (aka 
throw-out) bearing when one went bad. 
Many simple, rear- wheel- drive cars from 
that era had transmissions that you could 
take out with half a dozen bolts. 

RAY: Or, put a less-appealing way, 
the transmission could fall out of the car 
if only half a dozen bolts worked them- 
selves loose! 

TOM: On some cars, like Chryslers and 
AMCs, you could have the transmission 
out and on the floor, and a new release 
bearing in, in half an hour! 

RAY: These days, it’s a nightmare. You 
have to pull the sub frame down, and 
sometimes you have to pull the engine 
and transmission together. So you want 
to do everything you can to prolong your 
release bearing’s existence. 

TOM: To do that, you do exactly what 
you’ve been doing since the ‘60s, Joe: 
You don’t sit at a traffic light with your 
foot on the clutch; instead, put the trans- 
mission in neutral, and take your foot off 
the clutch pedal. Your release bearing is 
working only when the clutch pedal is 
depressed. 

RAY: By the way, if a customer ever 
does need a release bearing these days. 


we will always put in a completely new 
clutch at the same time. With all that labor 
involved, you’d be really ticked off if you 
replaced the release bearing only to have 
the clutch fail six months later. 

TOM: And the reverse is true, too. If a 
person needs a clutch, we always put in a 
new release bearing at the same time. 

RAY: But at $1,800 for a clutch job 
these days, you want to put it off as long 
as possible. So rest that left leg, Joe. 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

The clock in my Jeep Liberty requires 
resetting every two weeks. Apparently, the 
clock is moving backward in time. After 
two weeks, the clock will be three minutes 
slow. What causes this? Is this an indica- 
tion of a larger problem? — Atom 

TOM: Yes, it’s an indication of a larg- 
er problem. The problem is that Chrysler 
wasn’t aiming for bulletproof quality 
when they made this vehicle. 

RAY: And apparently, they opted for a 
nine-cent clock. That’s why it runs slow: 
The clock is cheap junk. Atom. 

TOM: The problem now is that it’ll cost 
you a lot more than the clock is worth to 
remove and replace it. You don’t say what 
year Liberty it is, but the clock probably 


is part of the radio display. So you’d have 
to replace the entire audio system just 
to fix the clock. And unless you’re still 
under warranty, that’s hardly worth the 
cost and trouble. 

RAY: Besides, if the problem is in the 
manufacturing or design of an inferi- 
or part, you’ll only be replacing it with 
another one that’ll run slow, too. Maybe 
slower! 

TOM: So you’re a candidate for a solu- 
tion we haven’t recommended in many 
years now: Go buy one of those three- for- 
a-dollar, stick-on digital clocks, and slap 
it right over where your clock is. 

RAY: It might not be any better in qual- 
ity (it may even be the same clock!), but 
at least if it runs slow, you’ll have the sat- 
isfaction of ripping it off the dashboard, 
tossing it out the window at high speed 
and replacing it with a new one for 33 
cents. 

TOM: Actually, we don’t want to con- 
done littering. So after you rip it off the 
dashboard, take it home with you and run 
over it a few times in your driveway ... 
then sweep up the remains, and dispose of 
them properly. Atom. A

Measure to lose 

Using numbers for weight control

Remember the old saying 
that weight loss is as simple 
as portion eontrol and regu- 
lar physieal aetivity? Well, 
it’s true. 

The problem is that most 
of us don’t know where to begin, and 
stepping on the scale only serves as a neg- 
ative reminder that whatever we’re doing 
now isn’t working. We end up avoiding 
looking at the numbers because it can be 
pretty discouraging. 

But using numbers in a different way 
can actually be a very powerful tool for 
weight management. 

If weight loss is your goal, you’re going 
to need four things: a digital bathroom 
scale, a digital food scale, a measuring 
cup, and a measuring tape. All can be 
found at your local chain retailer totaling 
under $50. In fact, you may already own 
most of these items. 

Almost everyone has a bathroom scale. 
It’s important in monitoring your weight 
— but you shouldn’t become obsessed 
with it, as your weight can easily fluc- 
tuate up or down by as much as 5 to 8 
pounds a day! 

Measure your weight when you first 
wake up. Don’t be afraid to measure it 
two two three times per day at first — 
after a week or two you’ll notice that it 
goes up or down depending on time of 
day, whether you’ve been active, or how 
hydrated you are. It’s important to recog- 
nize that these fluctuations are normal. 

Once a week, use the measuring tape 
to record your waist and hip circumfer- 
ence. To do this, wrap the tape around 
your stomach so it’s level with your bel- 
ly button. Stand sideways and look in the 
mirror to make sure it’s in a straight line 
to increase accuracy. Write this number 
down. 

To measure your hips, wrap it around 
the widest part of your rear end and fol- 
low the same method described for your 
stomach. These numbers won’t change 
rapidly; losing a half-inch in one area is 
actually a very big change and should not 
be discounted. 

When preparing meals, read the nutri- 
tion label for the food product and 
measure everything out to be a single 
serving size. 

You might be surprised that you’ve 
been eating three times the recommend- 
ed portions on some things, while others 
you may be allowed to have more of. 
Once you find out how much a portion

is, you’ll use either the measuring cup or 
the food scale to set aside a more precise 
amount. 

Now comes the hard part — consis- 
tency. The first few weeks will be tough 
— you’ll probably feel hungry. But if 
you can get past the intense hunger pangs 
of the first 10 days, you’ll notice they 
subside. 

Aim to eat foods that are high in fiber, 
like whole grains and fruits and vegeta- 
bles, have a good amount of protein and 
are low in fat and salt. 

Try to “graze” throughout the day, 
with a combination of three small meals 
and two to three snacks spread out every 
two to three hours. Eventually you will 
notice increased energy, better sensations 
of satiety and fewer intense cravings for 
low-quality food. 

Get moving too — doing as little as 20 
minutes of continuous exercise each day 
speeds up your metabolism and makes 
your body burn fat even faster. 

Following these tricks provides you 
with a plan to reshape your body in a 
healthy manner. 

The only catch is you have to make the 
commitment to doing it consistently if 
you want to see results. It’s OK to have 
a day or two where the wagon veers off 
the trail — just don’t stay off track for 
very long.

Around the world 

Amateur radio takes operators on DXpeditions

Ed Deichler has loved radio for as long 
as he ean remember and has been tinkering 
with his own equipment in the eomfort of his 
home for years. 

“Amateur radio operators eontaet people 
from other lands,” said Deiehler, president 
of the Nashua Area Radio Club. “We talk 
around the world.” 

The Nashua Area Radio Club operates 
under the Ameriean Radio Relay League. In 
2014, the league will eelebrate its 100th anni- 
versary at the Hartford, Conn., headquarters. 

“The FCC no longer requires people to 
need to know morse eode [to get a lieense],” 
Deiehler said. “It helped out the hobby a lot. 
A lot of people didn’t bother with it, and now 
there’s a lot more enthusiasm.” 

Deiehler operates his equipment in his 
home through the use of a eomputer that 
allows him to use a digital mode. He ean talk, 
use video and type to others all around the 
world. He uses the radio system he built him- 
self mostly on weekends and loves to tinker 
with his antennas. 

“It’s one area where you ean try something 
and get it to work and tune it,” Deiehler said. 
Aeeording to him, it’s almost impossible to 
build systems yourself today. 

Most reeently, Deiehler was able to eom- 
munieate with amateur radio operators in 
some islands around the Indian Oeean. Oper- 
ators often take part in DXpeditions, where 
they will travel to a remote loeation and have 
other operators try to find them. 

“It’s amazing what we have been able to 
do,” Deiehler said of the DXpeditions. “Peo- 
ple really get a kiek out of it.” 

Deiehler has even traveled to the island of 
Grenada. 

But it’s not all fun and games. 

“Above all, amateur radio exists beeause 


it performs as a baekup for emergeneies,” 
Deiehler said. 

Deiehler spoke of amatuer radio operators 
who helped out emergeney offieials in the 
times of Hurrieane Katrina and the floods in 
Colorado. 

“It was used to see if relatives were OK,” 
Deiehler said. “It was the only eommuniea- 
tion at one point.” 

Eaeh year there is a National Ham Conven- 
tion in May in Dayton, Ohio, that thousands 
of amatuer, or ham, radioists attend. Loeal- 
ly, there is one in Deerfield that Deiehler 
attends. Those in the hobby ean bring their 
equipment to show off or sell. They ean also 
buy or look at new models eoming out. 

There are five elasses of lieenses: nov- 
iee, teehnieal, general, advaneed and extra. 
With eaeh lieense elass eomes an upgrad- 
ing of privileges and a speeifie eall number. 
Deiehler’s eall number is K2TE. 

Any lieensed amateur radio operator is 
weleome to join the elub. Those interested 
ean fill out a membership form online and 
mail it in, along with the annual fee of $20. 
New members will reeeive a badge and a 
eopy of the monthly newsletter. 

At the radio elub’s monthly meetings, 
there is a presentation with a speaker about 
different topies related to the hobby They 
may talk about emergeney requirements, 
restoring antique systems or DXpeditions. 

Nashua's Area Radio Club has month- 
ly meetings on the first Tuesday of every 
month at 7 p.m. The elub meets at the First 
Chureh of Nashua. A

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More cheese, please 

How to prepare your platters

Linda Falcioni, the cheese buyer at 
Angela’s Pasta and Cheese Shop in Man- 
chester, and Kristy Ammann, owner and 
chef of Butter’s Fine Food and Wine in 
Concord, have a few tips for people who 
want to create the perfect cheese platters 
for holiday gatherings. 

“We tell everybody, when you’re putting 
out a variety, [offer] something hard, some- 
thing soft and something blue,” Ammann 
said. “Then you kind of hit everybody and 
please everybody.” 

Both Falcioni and Ammann said dried 
fruits work well this time of year on a 
cheese plate. Include nuts, fresh fruits, 
dried fruits, crackers and fresh bread. 

“Breads are always nice. French 
baguettes are, I think, delicious, especial- 
ly with the soft cheeses. You can make 
homemade crostini,” Falcioni said. “I’m 
a big fan of nuts, whether they be marco- 
na almonds and walnuts, and dried fruits 
are marvelous especially this time of year. 
Dried figs and apricots are really a nice 
balance. They’re very complementary.” 

When it comes to selecting the chees- 
es, Falcioni said three or four cheeses is a 
good number to have for variety, but not 
too much variety. 

“Sometimes everyone doesn’t get to 
taste the cheese because there’s too much 
variety,” she said. “Everything looks so 
good, and you want to have a little bit of 
everything.” 

She recommended selecting a variety 
of milks, like goat’s milk, or bleu cheese 
and aged Parmigiano Reggiano as solid 
standbys. 

“It’s nice to have a mixture of soft 
cheeses and firm cheeses just to add visu- 
al interest to the platter,” Falcioni said. “I

know a lot of people are very big on col- 
or on a platter.” 

“There’s really no wrong answer,” 
Ammann said. “I tell everybody to eat 
what you like and drink what you like.” 

For pairing cheeses with wines, Ammann 
said that brie goes well with chardon- 
nay and pinot grigio, as well as light reds 
like pinot noir. Sharp cheddar pairs with 
stronger wines like cabernet or a crisp sau- 
vignon blanc. 

Baked brie is another good option for 
parties. Butter’s makes baked brie with jam 
and puff pastry available baked and ready 
to go, or prepared to bake at home. 

“The warmer a cheese gets, the more fla- 
vor you get out of the cheese,” Ammann 
said. “You’re going to get more of that 
creamy brie taste.” 

Leaving cheddar out for even 45 minutes 
at room temperature can help improve the 
cheese, Ammann said. A

“It’s also 
the idea that a kitehen tends to be the een- 
ter of the home, and the idea that the tea 
shop or the eafe would be the center of the 
studio.” 

The cafe is located in the main entryway 
and lobby area of the center across from 
the seating area, with art adorning the walls 
and shelves all around, giving the feeling 
of a cozy living room. 

“It’s a community art center, and what 
I tend to say is that it’s not a community 
art center unless people are using it,” Leap 
said. “It just needs to be a comfortable, 
welcoming space that’s nurturing where 
people can come and not be afraid to do 
whatever they want, because art can be a 
very scary thing.” 

Many have already come to call the art 
center a second home. Leap said. Students 
in the various classes, from dancing to 
pottery, can order tea before or after their 
class, or come in just for the cafe. 

“Having that tea shop, or the kitchen, or 
the center of the home is kind of of adding 
to the effect of the studio being people’s 
home away from home, or their second 
home,” Leap said. 

The teas are sourced from MEM Tea 
Imports, located in Watertown, Mass., and 
A&E Custom Coffee Roastery in Amherst. 
Sweets and pastries are purchased from 
the Manchester School of Technolo- 
gy in support of its culinary arts and 
pastry program. 

“What we’re trying to do with the tea

shop also is to have cups and mugs by a 
lot of different artists so you actually get 
a whole variety. You actually get a differ- 
ent experience every time you come here,” 
Leap said. “We also do a lot of pottery here 
— obviously that’s what people know the 
studio as — the reason why I personally 
like pottery is because it’s art that becomes 
part of your daily life. It’s just something 
that you get to interact with more.” 

Guests can purchase tea to drink, order 
it to-go or purchase tea to take home. Leap 
said that there’s also a Mug Club program, 
where guests can have their own handmade 
mug to keep at the shop, but there’s a chal- 
lenge. To join the Mug Club, customers 
need to try a cup of each of the teas on the 
menu or purchase at least an ounce of each 
within six months. 

All the teas are loose leaf and brewed to 
order, since some certain teas need to steep 
for a certain amount of time. 

“They’re all so different. I want some- 
thing between 20 and 30 [teas],” Leap 
said. “Everybody has a different flavor and 
everybody has a different mood, because 
you know, you have to have the right tea 
for the right mood. There are some that are 
really roasted, and some that are smokey, 
and some that are light and fruity.” 

The menu includes black teas, like Eng- 
lish Breakfast (Assam), Pu-Erh and organic 
Earl Grey, green teas (including Moroc- 
can Mint and Jasmine Yin Hao), rooibos, 
chamomile, a dark Oolong Wuyi, Mate and 
Chai varieties. 

“It’s giving people the chance to try 
something new,” Leap said. “There’s def- 
initely an education factor to it.” A

Grilled Hearts of Romaine 

From the menu at Unums Restaurant. 

2 romaine hearts 
1 cup sun-dried tomatoes 
Vs cup Kalamata olives 
1 cup sugar 
1 cup vinegar 
1 cup water 

Y 2 red onion sliced Julienne 
salt and pepper as desired 
8 to 10 slices of thick cut applewood smoked 
bacon or similar (ask butcher for !4-inch or 
Y 2 -inch slices) 

1 cup brown sugar 
cup minced shallots 
4 cups chicken stock 
1 cup lemon juice 
Y 2 cup honey 

Y 2 cup vegetable oil or extra virgin olive oil 

To make the relish, begin by slicing the sun- 
dried tomatoes. Chop the olives slightly, then 
place in a saute pan with the water, sugar, 
vinegar and onions. Simmer for 20 minutes 


or until the liquid is almost consumed. Allow 
to rest for 30 minutes in cooler. 

To make the bacon jam, take the bacon and 
chop into small squares (about V4-inch in 
size) while the tomato and olives are simmer- 
ing. Place the minced shallots in a deep pan 
with some oil on medium until they begin to 
sweat. Add the bacon for eight minutes until 
it begins to crisp. Dain some of the fat and 
add brown sugar and chicken stock. Reduce 
mixture until it thickens to the consistency of 
jam or symp. 

To make the dressing, add lemon juice and 
honey in a bowl. Whisk oil in last, adding salt 
and pepper as desired. Set aside. 

To grill the romaine hearts, use a grill or oven 
broiler. Cut the heads of romaine in halves 
and the ends off Oil lightly and add salt and 
pepper lightly. Place on grill or top rack of 
oven. Allow to char slightly but not bum 
(about five minutes on the grill, or five to 
10 minutes in the oven). Place romaine on a 
plate, drizzle with lemon dressing, add relish 
and then the bacon and serve.

The cookbook: Yep, that’s Mitt on the 
eover, sledding with what appears to be 
one of his many, many grandehildren. The 
reeipes in this book are, aeeording to Ann 
Romney’s introduetion, family favorites — 
a eombination of stuff passed down from 
forebears and reeipes added to the family 
eanon by her daughters-in-law. When you 
see the family photos (ineluding individual 
portraits of eaeh son with his own wife and 
kids), you get a sense of the hereulean task 
of feeding the Romney elan (in addition 
to her five sons, Romney has, aeeording 
to Wikipedia, 22 grandehildren). The ree- 
ipes refleet that — eaeh is a erowd-pleaser, 
the sort of dish that would perfeetly fit 
at the end of the sentenee ‘T’ll make my 
famous”: Lasagna Noodle Bake, Haddoek 
with Tomatoes and Feta Cheese, Aprieot 
Coffee Cake, Birdie’s Yams. 

The recipe: “Peanut Butter Choeo- 
late Cake” with peanut butter frosting and 
ehocolate peanut butter glaze on page 186. 

Old-School Comfort Food 

The cookbook: Guarnaschelli never 
ran for president, but she’s no stranger to 
the whole thrill of victory/agony of defeat 
thing: she came in third on The Next Iron 
Chef in 2011 but came back to win in 2012 


(according to Wikipedia). Her cooking 
shows on the Food Network never exactly 
caught fire (my favorite. The Cooking Loft, 
doesn’t even show up in reruns) but she’s 
become a formidable judge on Chopped. 
Here, she focuses on unfussy delicious- 
ness: Roasted Squash Soup with Popcorn, 
Beef Meatballs and Sauce with Rigatoni, 
Broiled Bluefish with Corn and Bacon, 
Raspberry Doughnuts with Vanilla Dip- 
ping Sauce and Banana Betty. 

The recipe: “Yellow Cake with Choco- 
late Frosting and a Caramel Top” on page 
219. 

The result: Both of these recipes fea- 
ture cakes in three parts: cake, frosting, 
topping. In both cases, what sounds dif- 
ficult (the chocolate glaze for Romney’s 
cake or the candy topping for Guarnaschel- 
li ’s) was actually fairly easy to execute. 
As Guarnaschelli warns, the caramel 
topping (poured over when hot, natural- 
ly) semi-melts the cake, creating an odd, 
lumpy-looking dessert. Romney’s cake is 
food-magazine beautiful. Both were excel- 
lent on the first day, but Romney’s started 
to dry out a bit (especially where cake met 
frosting) on subsequent days — a problem 
easily solved with the application of ice 
cream.

Cranberries 


I love cranberries! My love for them may 
have something to do with their amazing 
color or the fact that they appear during 
my very favorite time of year. These fes- 
tive berries make their appearance at the 
Thanksgiving table and stay until the New

Cranberries grow on evergreen shrubs in 
marshy areas of states like Massachusetts 
and New Jersey, with harvest time around 
late autumn, just in time for Turkey Day.

Ideas from off the shelf 

Chicken roulade 

Over the weekend, I was trapped in a 
vieious black hole of reruns of Junior Mas- 
ter Chef, where pint-size food aficionados 
wielded knives and created dishes like pros, 
and most of them were under the age of 12. 

As I watched, I grew fascinated with 
the skill, knowledge and know-how these 
junior chefs possessed. They calmly fiam- 
beed, basted and roasted complex dishes, 
some of which I’ve never even heard of, let 
alone thought to make. Their demeanor in 
the kitchen and as they rushed through the 
store- size pantry grabbing ingredients for 
their next recipe masterpiece was inspiring, 
if a little intimidating. I sometimes need 
days to come up with dinner ideas; I don’t 
know how those kids came up with things 
on the spot. 

The reruns did, however, inspire me to 
try a new dish. After I watched a 10-year- 
old boy make a chicken roulade stuffed 
with goat cheese, herbs and spices, I felt 
confident I could create a roulade as well 
— even if I cheated. 

A roulade by definition is a slice of 
stuffed meat that is rolled, browned and 
then braised or steamed. And surprisingly, 
is not as difficult as it might sound, espe- 
cially when using boxed stuffing as the 
filling for the roll. 

Stuffing is one of my favorite food 
groups. I will eat it in or on just about any- 



thing, so I figured stuffing a roulade with 
stuffing made sense — it’s in the name, 
after all. 

I didn’t look up a recipe for this dish, 
instead deciding to wing it and hoping for 
the best. I started with two large chicken 
breasts, and pounded them out so they were 
about V4-inch thick and easy to roll. 

After preparing the stuffing according 
to the directions on the box, I spread a lay- 
er over each chicken breast, leaving room 
around the edges. I rolled the chicken, 
pressing in any stray stuffing, and closed 
each piece with toothpicks (kitchen twine 
will probably work better if you have it on 
hand). 

In a frying pan, I seared each side before 
putting the chicken in a glass baking dish 
and baking on 400 degrees until the juices 
from the chicken ran clear. 

In the end, I was surprised with how deli- 
cious this dish turned out. The chicken was 
tender and moist, and the stuffing retained 
its flavor, texture and moisture for the dura- 
tion of the baking. Topped with a spoonful 
of gravy, this dish was perfect for a cold 
night, and easy enough to make again with 
holiday leftovers. — Lauren Mifsud A 



Chicken roulade 

2 chicken breasts (1 per serving), pounded 
out to about V4-inch thickness 
1 box stuffing 
1 jar gravy 

Olive oil for pan searing 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Preheat oven to 400 degrees and prepare 
stuffing according to package directions. 
Meanwhile, pound out each piece of chick- 


en to approximately V4-inch thick. Spread 
a thin layer of stuffing on each chick- 
en breast, leaving a small border without 
stuffing around the edges. Roll each piece 
lengthwise, tucking in any escaping stuff- 
ing as you go, and secure with toothpicks 
or kitchen twine. Coat the bottom of a 
frying pan with olive oil, and sear each 
chicken breast on every side until lightly 
brown. Transfer to a baking dish and bake, 
seam- side down, until juices run clear. 
Serve with gravy if desired.

Recipes for the sweet tooth 


Butter cookies 


Bakery cakes are pretty amazing: The 
flourishes of frosting, the buttercream ros- 
es, the ridges and swirls of icing. With some 
basic equipment and some steady hands, a 
skilled decorator can do some delightful 
things to a cake. 

I am not a skilled decorator. 

And thus, for many years, I thought of 
pastry tips and pastry bags as unnecessary 
and maybe a little scary. Lately, howev- 
er, I have discovered that one need not be 
sculpting sugar flowers or calligraphing 
birthday greetings to make pretty and tasty 
use of such equipment. 

Most often, I use a medium-sized tip 
in conjunction with some buttercream to 
frost cupcakes with decorative spirals that 
are both prettier and easier to execute than 
standard frosting techniques. And a long 
narrow tip thrust into the center of a cup- 
cake can be used to inject a creamy filling. 

This week, however, I used a pastry tip 
to create, rather than embellish, a dessert. 

The inspiration for this recipe is the 



Danish butter cookies that appear every- 
where in circular blue tins this time of year. 
They appear to be unappealingly dry and 
dull little bits, but one bite reveals them 
to be buttery and rich and sweet, addictive 
morsels. 

The recipe I settled on in my attempt to 
recreate this experience is utterly simple. 
Butter, sugar, flour, salt, vanilla, and egg 
combine to form a very soft dough, the per- 
fect consistency to squeeze through a large 
pastry tip. I kept this batch very plain, the 
perfect accompaniment to a cup of tea or 
cocoa, but they are an excellent platform for 
embellishment. Scale bake on the vanilla 
and add a teaspoon of citrus zest or 1/2 tea- 
spoon cinnamon. If you like, dust unbaked 
cookies with finely chops nuts or colored 
sugars to add flavor and flair. Enjoy.

Swirly Butter Cookies 

Recipe adapted from several sources 

12 tablespoons unsalted butter, room 
temperature 
!/2 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 egg yolk 
teaspoon salt 
1 V4 cups flour 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Place two 
large cookie sheets in freezer. Sift togeth- 
er flour and salt in a small mixing bowl. 
Set aside. 

Using an electric or stand mixer, beat 


together butter and sugar until light and 
fluffy, about 5 minutes. Add vanilla and 
egg yolk and mix at slow until combined. 
Stir in flour a little at a time, until fiilly 
mixed. 

Fit a pastry bag with a large, star-shaped 
pastry tip. Place bag in tall drinking glass 
and fold down edges over top of glass. 
Scrape half of dough into bag. Remove 
cookie sheet from freezer and pipe 
S-shaped or spiral cookies 2 inches apart. 
Bake for 7 to 10 minutes, until edges are 
just slightly golden. Transfer to wire rack 
to cool immediately. 

Repeat with remaining dough and second 
cookie sheet.

Cherries for garnish 

Directions: Combine all ingredients and stir 
with ice in a mixing glass. Strain into a chilled 
cocktail glass. Garnish with a cherry. 

Vanilla & Rum Eggnog

Bottles for the budget-conscious wine-lover 

You can not judge a wine by its varietal. 

This week, we tried two wines that 
surprised us by not showing the normal 
characteristics of the grape. 

The 2011 The Franc Cosentino Cab- 
ernet Franc from Lodi ($16.99 from The 
Wine Studio in Manchester) was “more 
Lodi than cab franc,” one of us remarked 
on first taste. This dark purple wine has a 
fruity aroma and, surprisingly for the nor- 
mally big, muscular cab franc, the flavors 
were rather light. The wine had a fruitiness 
and some tannins and a little gameyness 
as well but wasn’t the big drink we were 
expecting. A little harsh by itself, this wine 
married well with food, especially food 
with a little fattiness to help round out 
some of the sharp edges. 

The 2011 Caretaker Cabernet Sauvi- 
gnon from Paso Robles ($9.99 from Trader 
Joe’s in Nashua) was also not your standard 



cab — more an example of wines from 
its region than of the grape as you might 
know it from northern California or the 
Pacific Northwest. This inky purple wine 
gave off aromas of blackberry and raspber- 
ry. Lighter than many cabs, the Caretaker 
nonetheless had good structure. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” the 
wine-lovers taste red and white wines that 
sell for not too much of the green, less than 
$20. The goal? To find a good bottle without 
breaking the bank Unless otherwise noted, 
the prices listed are what you ’ll find the bot- 
tles selling for at the New Hampshire Wine & 
Liquor Outlet. •

Boston, Life Love & Hope (Frontiers Records) 

This surprise freebie eame in for prop- 
er review a day or so after I put the other 
week’s snark eolumn to bed, the Playl- 
ist where I made fun of this band — more 
speeifieally bandleader Tom Seholtz — 
for not having had an original idea sinee 
1976. The band’s debut album is of eourse 
the stuff of legend, but it took many years 
to finish, spoiling Seholtz for real reeord 
eontraets, whieh in those days ealled for 
one year between albums. On LL&H, the 
band’s antiseptie, heavily layered pseudo- 
prog hasn’t ehanged; it ends up reading 
like some weird form of tribute-ish thing, with every past voealist but Stryper’s 
Miehael Sweet taking whaeks at these songs. The tragieally departed Brad Delp 
weighs in on three songs, “Didn’t Mean to Fall in Love,” “Someone” (both of those 
tunes are sort of OK after Toto and Van Hagar sorts of fashion, although both fea- 
ture brain-freeze moments wherein Seholtz mierowaves “More Than a Feeling”) 
and the album’s worst moment, an unintentional ballad with Kimberly Dahme (“Sail 
Away”). The slide guitar on “You Gave Up on Love 2.0” is a weleome eurveball, but 
there’s some hobbit in there playing a flute. A flute. C+ — Eric W Saeger 

Foetus, Soak (Ectopic Ents) 

Baek to the renaissanee art-punk bowels 
of New Yawk, whieh last we left when I 
reviewed the most reeent Swans album, an 
LP I had trouble enthusing over sinee I was 
never a big Swans guy. Foetus prineipal 
JG Thirlwell, though, is definitely in my 
wheelhouse; I’m a fan sinee 1985’s Nail, 
whieh led to earlier things, mueh of whieh 
had, nestled within the industrial elam- 
or, a lot of big band and swing elements, 
a little like what you’d hear if Jim Carrey’s 
Mask eharaeter were a spree killer. Thirl- 
well ’s been spending his fourth deeade of 
anarehie sound-age exploring more elassieal symphonies, sueh as the eello quartet 
one-off performanee with Zola Jesus. In this one, the out-and-out evilness isn’t near- 
ly as unsubtle as in years past, but it’s jolly blaek for sure, don’t worry. Album opener 
“The Red and Blaek and Gray and White” revolves around spazzy marehing-band 
pereussion, followed immediately by the spooky (but still spazzy) “Pratheism,” its 
wild-eyed eoneert-ehoir evoking OFortuna visions of robe-elad saerifiees and sueh. 
Clang-and-bang industrial stomper “Warm Leatherette” is more like the Foetus I 
know, malieiousness wrapped in every syllable, and then we’re on to “Danger Glob- 
al Warming,” in whieh he reinvents latter-day Skinny Puppy. A seriously mixed bag, 
all over the plaee, but unapologetieally Thirlwell. A Eric W Saeger

• Meat-wearing human psyehology experiment Lady Gaga 
deeided that her all-unoriginal Artpop LP needed to eome out on 
vinyl as well as forgettable CD, and thus it shall, next week. It 
takes two vinyl albums to eapture the entire essenee of this lazi- 
ly written nothingness, and so it took the saerifiee of hundreds 
of metrie tons of vinyl to eapture the digital noises she made 
to support these boring, miero waved songs. If there’s anything 
interesting that remains about Lady Gaga, it’s watehing to see 
what level of burnout sueh an overexposed person ean withstand 
before they just eold go insane. You remember Britney’s fruiteake 
greatest hits? Well, Gaga simply has to run off the rails one of 
these days. Maybe she’ll marry a ehimpanzee and do xylophone 
versions of doo-wop songs.

Batman: Arkham 
Origins 

(PC/PS3/WiiU/360) 
Warner Brothers Games 
Montreal 

On Christmas Eve, set some years before 
the events of Batman: Arkham Asylum, a 
younger Batman has a $5 0-million boun- 
ty plaeed on his head by the Gotham erime 
lord Blaek Mask. This priee tag brings a host 
of the DC universe’s most notable assassins 
to town to try and bring the gadget-sling- 
ing billionaire down. The flimsy plot setup, 
ereating a eheeklist of boss battles to tiek 
your way through as the eaped erusader, 
falls aside quiekly when you diseover that 
Origins is not that story. In a riskier turn 
Origins is attempting to retell the first meet- 
ing of Bats and his areh-enemy, the Joker. 

Wait, what? Yes, this is another Bat- 
man game with the elown prince of crime 
as the main antagonist, but what were you 
expecting? How can you have a Batman 
game without his grinning psychopathic 
counterpart? And if you are going to have 
Joker in the mix, how do you NOT make 
him the central figure? 

The gameplay? Oh, it is note for note 
exactly every other game in the Arkham 
series. Batman grapnels his way across 
Gotham, entering a double handful of build- 
ings when the plot demands you encounter 
a named adversary. You toss Batarangs, 
spray Bat-spolsive gel and whip concus- 
sive Bat-grenades at circling gangs of foes 
as you make your way to each subsections 
supervillainous boss battle. While some of 
these fights, like the early kung fu slap fight 
with super soldier Deathstroke, are mere- 
ly extended combat encounters, things do 
get more interesting. You silently stalk the 
minions of hitman Deadshot and have a 
gadget tossing exchange with the battle- 
suited pyromaniac Firefly atop Gotham’s 
Pioneer Bridge in two of the more interest- 
ing encounters. The cinematic battles do a 
fine job of emphasizing the rich character 
of Batman’s gallery of foes and these meet- 
ings carrot you along through an otherwise 
inconsistently tuned game. 

Bruce Wayne’s combat regimen is near- 
ly identical to earlier outings. You attempt 



to string unbroken combo strings together 
among whichever clutch of galoots you’re 
pounding on to unlock more devastat- 
ing martial arts tricks. You augment your 
vicious flurry of elbow strikes with your 
belt of wonderful toys and earn experience 
based on the difficulty of the fight and your 
panache at curb- stomping. His stealth take- 
downs and silent predator encounters are 
also largely unchanged. You swing from 
indoor gargoyle (seriously!?) to indoor 
gargoyle, hiding from incompetent guards 
who still don’t have the sense to look up, 
check an air vent or not stand with their 
back to a darkened doorway. 

Batman’s legendary detective skills do 
receive a bit of an upgrade with his new 
(old?) crime analysis skills. But this pause- 
and-rewind reconstruction of crime scenes 
is little more than a 3D clue hunt. While 
tedious, it does inject some dimension to 
the character and puts a bit of the investi- 
gation into the plot. 

Oddly enough, it is the plot where Ori- 
gins shines. Taken point by point. Origins 
seems a lazy mess. It’s the Joker, again. 
There’s a punch list of superfoes to fight, 
again. You have a city to “explore,” but it is 
little more than a trail for the bloody bread- 
crumbs of psychopathic violence. Yet, the 
Joker is fresh again, an unknown operating 
on a murderous scale above all the rest. The 
background tension of a Batman hunted 
by enemies and the police alike frame the 
chase well, and the snowy Christmas night 
set the tone at exactly the correct tenor of 
calm before the peril. Origins made some 
bold choices in to it’s benefit but it car- 
ries too much of it’s forerunners mechanics 
while backsliding on some of their func- 
tionality. Batman: Arkham Origins seems 
like the odd game where it could have 
done more with less. Restrict this Batman 
to his wits, fists and fewer tricks and put 
him up against the same cast of foes and 
the experience would be richer for it. B+

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Drag queens and covered bridges 

Manchester artist’s new calendar depicts ‘the culture of New Hampshire’

New Hampshire is a “pretty quaint 
plaee,” said Manehester resident Andre 
Rosa. It’s mueh quieter than, say, Los 
Angeles, whieh is where Rosa used to live. 

So imagine his surprise when, during 
his first night in the eity two years ago, he 
stumbled upon a “hole-in-the-wall” gay bar 
on Elm Street filled with drag queens. 

“Even in [L.A.], I would rarely see drag 
queens,” Rosa said in a phone interview. 

But when he moved here in 201 1 for the 
Free State Projeet (freestateprojeet.org), he 
realized that dressing in drag is sort of a 
thing around here. He joked to his friend, 
“I’ve diseovered the eulture of New Hamp- 
shire. It’s two things: eovered bridges and 
drag queens.” 

His friend suggested he make a ealendar 
about it. So he did. 

“New England is so famous for its 
eovered bridges, and I thought the juxtapo- 
sition was too funny,” Rosa said. 

Plus, he said, it wasn’t hard for him to 
get 12 girls in drag involved with the proj- 
eet. Most drag queens, he said, love getting 
their photos taken. 

“I thought it was a great idea,” said 
Amber Alyrt, who poses for September 


and is on the eover of the ealendar. She’s 
a regular performer at Club 313 and lives 
in Manehester. “I loved the whole thing. 
I think that some of the pietures are abso- 
lutely gorgeous, and it’s about all different 
aspeets of our eommunity.” 

Rosa’s very suceessful kickstarter eam- 
paign provided the baeking he needed to

fund the projeet’s printing in Oetober. This 
Deeember, the ealendars beeame available 
for purehase. They depict 12 New Hamp- 
shire drag queens at 11 New Hampshire 


(and one Vermont) covered bridges. 

To Rosa’s delight, they’ve been gamer- 
ing quite a bit of attention. 

If you didn’t know about the state’s drag 
queen population, don’t feel bad — you’re 
not alone. It was even surprising to some drag 
queens. Take Laila McQueen, who modeled 
at the Swift River Bridge in Conway. She 
moved here three years ago from Massachu- 
setts to attend the New Hampshire Institute of 
Art, and at first, she was shocked. 

But then, you wouldn’t know much about 
the state’s drag population unless you were 
really into the Manchester night scene, par- 
ticularly the Manchester gay night scene. 

“There are drag shows in Manchester on 
Tuesdays, Fridays and Saturdays,” Rosa 
said. “Drag queens don’t just walk the 
streets in their outfits. It’s more of a perfor- 
mance, a theater thing.” 

There are, however, pros to dressing in 
drag garb during the daylight, particular- 
ly in northern New Hampshire, where you 
“just don’t see that kind of thing around,” 
said one onlooker. 

During one photo shoot in Conway, 
Rosa was snapping shots of McQueen in 
front of Swift River Bridge. She sported 
long blonde hair, parted in the middle, and 
a risque magenta corset with black tights.

gloves and an animal skin. McQueen had 
never traveled that far north in New Hamp- 
shire. She knew there wasn’t much of a gay 
community, or rather, a gay nightlife there, 
and so she felt a bit nervous, particularly 
when the shoot collected some onlookers. 

“This little girl and her dad came up to 
us. I was so nervous that they were going 
to say something inappropriate,” McQueen 
said. “But it was so cute. ... The dad 
said, ‘We wanted to come and take a look 
because she swore this was Lady Gaga over 
here.’” 

For Rosa, it was relieving. Not everyone 
had been so open-minded about the drag 
calendar. Many of the bridges he photo- 
graphed were privately owned, so he needed 
to request permission before shooting. 

“It made me feel better because I was 
actually in a foul mood. The day before I 
had gone up to Bartlett Bridge and tried to 
get permission to shoot there. They’d said 
the bridge was a ‘wholesome’ place, and I 
had to spend the day trying to find another 
replacement bridge,” Rosa said. 

And that wasn’t the only time it 
happened. 

“I think it [the calendar] also tells a great 
story about how open some of New Hamp- 
shire is, but also how close-minded some 
of the state is,” Alyrt said. (Her photo was 
taken in Vermont, after Rosa was denied 
permission to photograph at Clark’s Trad- 
ing Post.) 

Rosa is not a professional photogra- 
pher, though he is an artist. He attended 
the University of Southern California for 
animation, which, he says, is his “general 
trade,” but he dabbles in other media too. 
Right now, he works as a software engineer 
during the day. 

“This was my love letter to New Hamp- 
shire,” Rosa said. “It’s my statement to 
where I think New Hampshire is at the 
moment. ... The whole project is about 
New Hampshire culture, which has its 
beauty marks and its warts.” M

The New England Eco- 
nomical Housekeeper 
and Eamily Receipt Book, 
by Esther A. Howland 
(Andrews McMeel, 87 
pages) 

Frugality is undergoing 
a renaissance, what with 
the recession, the housing 
bust and the ever-present 
threat of a $7 gallon of milk 
if dairy subsidies expire. 

Television and the Internet 
burble merrily with extreme 
cheapskates who would 
have us believe they feed a family of six on 
a hundred dollars a month. 

Into this economic landscape enters 
Esther A. Howland, who probably fed, 
clothed and warmed her family on even 
less than that sum. The catch is that Mrs. 
Howland was bom in 1801 and wrote her 
handbook for those “who would cook well 
at a moderate expense” in the mid- 1800s. 
Her New England Economical Housekeep- 
er is one of a hundred historic volumes 
issued by Andrews McMeel through 
preservation efforts of the American Anti- 
quarian Society. 

The first three {American Cookery, Veg- 
etable Diet, and Jewish Cookery Book), 
published last year, are, the publisher tmm- 
pets, “historic cookbooks for the modern 
foodie.” They’re also, quite simply, a hoot. 

Who knew, for example, how to boil a 
calf’s head, or cure an earache with onions? 
Or that, when making a pumpkin pie, 
pounded crackers are a good substitute for 
eggs? Who knew how to make whortleber- 
ry pudding in winter? Or that there was a 
whortleberry at all? (You may know it as 


a huckleberry or a bilber- 
ry; similar to a blueberry, 
it’s the fruit of a short, wild 
shmb.) 

Mrs. Howe, a home- 
maker in Worcester, Mass., 
knew these things and 
more, and, at age 43, com- 
piled her own recipes, and 
those of her friends, to edu- 
cate her contemporaries, 
and, unknowingly amuse 
generations of future home- 
makers whose grandparents 
were not yet conceived. 

Fewer than 200 years separate the mod- 
ern foodie from Mrs. Howland and her 
kitchen, but some of her techniques seem 
ancient, if not downright scary (See, “How 
to boil a tongue.”) But it’s fascinating read- 
ing, like opening a primitive door into a 
Colonial kitchen, where cooking was con- 
sidered both “art and mystery.” Two-thirds 
of the book is devoted to recipes; the rest, 
to miscellaneous housekeeping advice and 
remedies for physical ailments that, one 
suspects, might have occurred because of 
the recipes, say, the one for “Indian gruel.” 

But as ripe as this material is for comedy, 
there is an earnest goodness about it, and 
a serious dedication to the craft of home- 
making that makes Rachael Ray and her 
empire seem like so much dandelion fluff. 
Boiling meats well, for example, “demands 
a patient and perpetual vigilance, of which 
few persons are capable,” Mrs. Howland 
instructs. None of this “watched pot nev- 
er boils” stuff for her; she encourages the 
cook to stand watch to ensure that the water 
boils constantly, and to be ready to remove 
the rising scum. “On this depends the good 


appearance of all boiled things. When you 
have skimmed well, put in some cold water, 
which will throw up the rest of the scum.” 

The presentations of the recipes are 
interesting in their brevity. Here’s one for 
gingerbread: 

Rub four and a half pounds of flour with 
half a pound of lard and half a pound of 
butter; a pint of molasses, a gill of milk, 
tea-cup of ginger, a tea-spoonful of salera- 
tus, stirred together All mixed, baked in 
shallow pans, twenty or thirty minutes. 

A “gill” of milk is a half-cup, by the way; 
“saleratus” is what we call baking pow- 
der. If you didn’t know that, no worries; in 
her foreword celebrity chef Barbara Lynch 
confesses she had to look up saleratus, too. 
She recommends Mrs. Howland’s instruc- 
tion for its “balance between good taste and 
frugality” and says the book inspired her to 
make her own vinegar and potato starch. 
As for me, I eagerly tried the remedy for 
chapped hands — rub with half a teaspoon 
of good honey — although I couldn’t try 
her recipe for tooth wash since I seem to 
be short on lime-water and Peruvian bark. 
Conclusion: Honey probably worked fine 
back in the day, but I’ll be sticking with 
Burt’s Bees. 

The Economical Housekeeper is 
reproduced exactly like the original — 
right down to stains and smudges on the 
pages. It’s the literary embodiment of the 
word “quaint,” more history than help, 
but an interesting addition to any modem 
kitchen. For a cool Christmas present, give 
it, along with Mrs. Howland’s common 
mince pie. Of course, three hippies wired 
to their eyeballs in a snowbound cabin for 
a month — sooner or later, someone’s gonna 
snap. B — Jennifer Graham A

The Light Between Oceans by M.L. Sted- 
man is about how the choices we make can 
come back to haunt us. In fact, that message 
seems to slap you across the face sever- 
al times, so much so that for me, it became 
depressing and borderline irritating. 

Of course, that’s arguably the point of the 
book — lots of people enjoyed The Light 
Between Oceans. It apparently made The 
New York Times bestseller list and received 
many positive reviews. For me, it was good 
enough to finish but not good enough for 
me to highly recommend to friends, family 
and coworkers. (This year, those books are 
The Art of Fielding, Where W You Go, Ber- 
nadette? and The Guernsey Literary and 
Potato Peel Pie Society.) 

It follows a guy named Tom Shelboume, 
who returns home to Australia after four 
years on the Western Front in the ear- 
ly 1900s. He’s physically healthy but not 
uninjured: he’s haunted by the things he’s 
seen and done in the war. He takes a job 
that he thinks will let him live at peace: 
He becomes a lighthouse keeper on Janus 
Rock, an island off the coast of Australia so 
secluded that Tom only gets one month’s 
leave for every three-year contract. 

The beginning of the book moves quick- 
ly and is enjoyable; Shelboume falls in love 
and marries a young woman, Isabel Grays- 


mark, who, despite 
her own losses in 
the war — both her 
brothers died — 
is bright, kind and 
makes Tom happy 
for the first time he 
can remember. 

She too moves 
to Janus Rock, and 
for a brief while, 
they’re happy. That 
ends swiftly when a series of miscarriages 
causes them both — Isabel in particular — 
to become depressed and bitter. It’s likely 
the reason that, when a boat carrying a dead 
man and a live, baby girl washes ashore, 
Isabel is determined to keep the baby. She’s 
convinced it’s a sign, a gift from God. Tom 
is doubtful and wants to report the dead 
man and return the baby, but he ultimate- 
ly agrees. They call her Lucy. 

But alas, they must come to terms with 
this hasty decision when they return to 
mainland. There’s hurt, blame and dra- 
ma, which is understandable, but there’s so 
much of it that at a certain point you start 
stmggling to finish the book. Honestly, 
part of the reason I kept at it was because I 
bought (as opposed to borrowed) The Light 
Between Oceans. 

Stedman does do a great job of provid- 
ing alternating points of view, which is 
refreshing and interesting and makes it a 
lot harder to choose sides.

The Hobbit: The Desolation 
of Smaug (PG-13) 

The world’s slowest adaptation of a 
300-page book inches forward with 
dwarves, wizards, a hobbit, etc., in 
The Hobbit: The Desolation of Smaug, 
which wili probabiy be known as ^^the 
one that finaily gets to the dragon.” 

When last we left Bilbo (Martin Freeman) 
and his dwarf buddies, they had just been res- 
eued by eagles, been flown to the top of a big 
roek, been shown the Lonely Mountain (their 
destination in this three-movie quest) and left 
the audienee wondering why the eagles didn’t 
just fly them all the way the heek to where 
they were going. Well, they didn’t — maybe 
eagles eharge by the mile or something — so 
back we go to the hike through Middle-earth. 
Bilbo, you’ll remember, has joined would-be 
dwarf-king Thorin (Richard Armitage) and 
assorted other dwarves in a quest to take back 
their ancestral homeland, the Lonely Moun- 
tain. The Lonely Mountain was captured by 
a big, fire-breathing dragon named Smaug 
(a motion-capture Benedict Cumberbatch), 
who still lives there, killing time by rolling 
around in massive piles of gold (hey, who 
wouldn’t?). Also, old battles and new power 
struggles have a group of ores following the 
dwarves as they head to the mountain. 

In this movie, a tussle with some elves as 
the dwarves pass through a creepy forest also 
leads them to pick up two protectors — Lego- 
las (Orlando Bloom) and Tauriel (Evangline 
Lilly), two elves who feel they need to help 
the dwarves because of an encroaching evil. 
They also have some tortured, forbidden long- 
ing between them, which seems to be there 
for the purposes of having a few characters 
with easily understandable motivations. Also 
in that vein, we meet Girion (Luke Evans), a 
human living in Lake-town, which is literal- 
ly a town on the lake near Lonely Mountain. 
When he figures out who the dwarves are, he 
realizes that they are literally going to poke 
the dragon who is likely to rain fire down on 
the town where he and his children live. 

And back to the issue of Encroaching Evil 
— The Hobbit, you’ll recall, is a prequel to 
the Lord of the Rings books — wizard Gan- 
dalf (Ian McKellan) spends most of his time 
in this movie off on his own investigating the 
rise of a powerful enemy. 

Here’s my major beef with this movie, and 
it isn’t even the nearly three-hour mntime: 
stakes. What are the stakes in this movie? 
There are so many magical creatures. There

is so much backstory and “meanwhile” sto- 
ry and “this may be important much later” 
story jammed in every possible crevice, like 
a kid stuffing her face with Goldfish crack- 
ers, that the story starts to make Game of 
Thrones look streamlined. But all this story- 
telling stuff, all these characters with names 
like Ikea furniture, don’t feel like rich texture, 
like world-building. They feel like clutter, 
clutter getting in the way of my caring about 
the central thing I’m supposed to care about 
here. That thing? Beats me. From the opening 
sceen of the first Hobbit and the Lord of the 
Rings movies, I already have a good sense of 
who lives and generally how things shake out 
for Bilbo. I can guess, based on being a per- 
son who has seen movies and TV before this, 
that the entire cast isn’t going to die, Ham- 
/^Lstyle, at the end of this movie, because 
somebody needs to be around for the next 
movie. I have nothing to root for in this mov- 
ie other than seeing the dragon. 

And that’s what this movie boiled down to 
for me: moments (not nearly enough) when 
just the thing happening on screen (not its 
context in the story or — ha — its emotional 
weight) was fun enough to hold my attention. 
So, I liked the dragon — sure, it’s a pretty 
CGI-ish CGI dragon, but it’s still a dragon. I 
liked Lake-town. It was a visually interesting 
city, even if its “the people are discontented” 
political backstory felt like so much “meh.” I 
liked the character of Tauriel — a Peter Jack- 
son addition because. I’m guessing, someone 
pointed out it might be good to have one oth- 
er significant female character in addition to 
Cate Blanchett. She was a spifify fighter and 
while I think a good die-off of characters mid- 
movie would have been helpful in narrowing 
the field, I didn’t mind that one of the addi- 
tions was her. And there are some sequences 


— an escape via barrel wherein the dwarves 
are bobbing down a rushing river while also 
fighting ores and elves — that, while car- 
toony in the cheesiest ways, do still have 
elements of fun. 

That scene in particular pointed out why 
serious devotees of this series might want to 
spring for the 3-D or even the high fi*ame rate 
version of the movie. I saw the film in regular 
2-D and while I appreciated not dealing with 
the headache-causing visuals of the fancier 
versions, the movie overall felt less spectac- 
ular. There was an almost grainy quality and, 
during effects-heavy action scenes, an added 
layer of fakeness. 

Parts of The Hobbit: The Desolation of 
Smaug are fine, but not enough of the mov- 
ie has the energy to carry its bloated story and 
cast. C+

Nebraska (R) 

A father and son hit the road seek- 
ing a probably imaginary fortune in 
Nebraska, a smart and lovely family 
drama directed by Alexander Payne. 

Payne is best known for movies — The 
Descendants, Sideways, About Schmidt, 
Election — where he is also the screenplay’s 
author. Though he didn’t write this movie, it 
definitely has the feel of an Alexander Payne 
film, from the roadtrip aspect to the wry 
examination of difficult relationships. 

In this case, everybody seems to have a dif- 


ficult relationship with Woody Grant (Bruce 
Dem). Suffering from physical maladies 
(some of which were clearly brought on by 
a lifetime of too much drinking) and unspeci- 
fied mental symptoms that suggest dementia. 
Woody has become convinced that he has 
won a million dollars and needs to go to 
Nebraska to pick it up. Even though he lives 
in Billings, Montana, Woody is regularly 
found walking on the side of the road, head- 
ed for Lincoln. His wife, Kate (June Squibb), 
is fed up with his stubbornness and his prob- 
lems — as the movie unfurls, we learn that 
theirs has not been a particularly happy mar- 
riage. She has convinced her oldest son, Russ 
(Bob Odenkirk), to help her look for a nurs- 
ing home for Woody, but youngest son David 
(Will Forte) is not so sure. 

Actually, David doesn’t seem so sure about 
anything in life. We see his formerly live-in, 
maybe ex, girlfiiend (Missy Dotty) drop by 
his apartment to give him back the suitcases 
she used to move out. He asks if they can get 
back together but she seems exasperated — 
let’s get married or break up or make some 
decision about our lives, she says. But David 
is just as stuck and unsure about what to do 
with this relationship as he is with what to do 
about his father. 

Woody’s attempts to walk across the plains 
continue, so David decides to drive Woody 
to Lincoln himself Sure, the letter claiming 
Woody is a millionaire is clearly a scam — 
specifically, a gimmick to get Woody to buy 
magazines — but David seems happy for the 
time away, even if it does mean days trapped 
in a car with the grumpy Woody. 

Like many a Payne roadtrip, the Nebraska 
journey takes a few unexpected detours. The 
pair ends up in Woody’s old hometown, tiny 
Hawthorne, Neb., where Woody’s “winfah” 
soon becomes the talk of the town. 

Nebraska is entirely in black and white — 
a visual effect that gives the movie a more 
intimate feel. Like so many Payne movies, 
non-romantic relationships and the unresolv- 
able difficulties therein are really the focus 
here and the look of the film somehow makes 
the story feel that much more “real” and less 
Hollywood. OK, so maybe the black and 
white also allows the plains of the upper Mid- 
west (Montana, Wyoming, South Dakota and 
Nebraska) to look beautiful but still slightly 
forlorn and maybe it also helps to highlight a 
general sense of loneliness. It’s maybe a little 
gimmicky but it works. 

The story itself is not particularly com- 
plex, but it is beautiful in its simplicity and

aided by some truly terrifie performane- 
es. Dem really knows how to make a meal 
of these men-in-their-twilight performane- 
es. He is able to give Woody humanity in 
moments without ever really softening the 
erusty eharaeter. Forte, known most for 
Saturday Night Live (and his MaeGruber 
eharaeter ’s movie) and for being a funny- 
guy supporting eharaeter in assorted movies 
and TV shows, shines here. He gives David 
the perfeet balanee of a sense of humor (he 
reeognizes the absurdity of the Lineoln trip 
even though he suggests it) and a sense that 
he is flailing and aetually sort of looking to 
his long-unhelpful father for some help. 

And then there’s Squibb, a eharaeter aetor 
who I probably know best for her brief role 
in About Schmidt She does a masterful job 
of giving us one kind of eharaeter — hen- 
peek-y wife — and then turning her into 
something else, the more we know about 
her relationship with Woody. When Osear 
voters eonsider her for supporting aetress, 
they’ll likely be thinking of one seene in 
partieular where she runs through Haw- 
thorne history with gossipy glee. (The 
Golden Globes have already given Squibb 
along with Dem (lead aetor), Payne (diree- 
tor). Nelson (sereenplay) and the movie 
itself nominations.) 

Nebraska is a perfeet little short story of 
a movie, made all the more enjoyable by 
top-noteh, yet delightfully unfussy, perfor- 
manees. A

AH Is Lost (PG-13) 

Robert Redford works on his boat 
in AH Is Lost, a movie I actually liked 
more than I expected to but basical- 
ly am going to unfairly consign to the 
bins of ^^meh.” 

I say “unfairly” beeause the movie is built 
entirely on Robert Redford, playing a ehar- 
aeter ealled only “Our Man,” who is trying 
very hard not to sink and drown in the Indi- 
an Oeean. Redford, the sole soul on a larege 
sailboat in the middle of a lonely oeean, is, 
you know, “doing aeting” all over the plaee 
here, and there is something very showy 
and off-putting to me in the way he does the 
aetory business he’s been doing for the last 
eouple of movies. 

And that, that anti-Redford prejudiee on 
my part, is the unfairness that eolored my 
experienee with this movie, so if you are not 
similarly afflieted, you ean take that part of 
this review with a grain of salt. 

The movie begins with voiee-over nar- 
ration of a letter Redford’s eharaeter has 
written to some unspeeified loved ones 
wherein he tells them he loves them, 
apologizes for not being as good a some- 
thing — husband? father? — as they 
deserved and explains that he fought to 


survive until the end but now “all is lost.” 
Then, we jump baek in time to eight days 
earlier, when Redford’s nautieal troubles 
began. He awakens to find that a lost ship- 
ping eontainer has erashed into his ship and 
water is now pouring through the hole it 
ereated. Neither the hole nor the water is as 
mueh of a problem, however, as the faet that 
Redford’s eommunieation and navigation 
equipment has been damaged. Not sure of 
where he is and unable to eall for help, Red- 
ford sets about patehing the hole, getting rid 
of the water and trying to salvage the equip- 
ment. Then a storm eomes along and tosses 
the boat around, eausing even more damage. 

Every few minutes, things get worse for 
Redford and we wateh him try to attaek the 
problem — we see how he seals the hole, 
wateh him figure out how to use a sextant, 
learn a handy method for produeing fresh 
water and see him attempt to fish. Some 
of it’s interesting (his method for ereating 
fresh water through eondensation is a nifty 
thing to remember if I ever take a eruise); 
some of it is had me rethinking my stanee 
on televised golf (people in khakis walking 
versus Redford doing stuff to his sails — it’s 
a tough eompetition but I think the walking 
is just thismueh more interesting). 

I understand, intelleetually, that All Is Lost 
is not that mueh different from Gravity — in 
both movies, a person is left to struggle for 
survival in a situation where the environ- 
ment (the oeean, spaee) is most likely to kill 
them. And maybe Gravity relies a little too 
mueh on its wow-indueing CGI, its likeable 
movie stars and sentimentality. But maybe 
this kind of movie needs a little of that. The 
differenee between^// A Lost and Gravity is 
the differenee between kale and naeho kale 
ehips — the eheese adds balanee. 

I will say that I like that Our Man is who- 
ever we want him to be, with only a few 
hints — a eard that he finds but deelines to 
open, some aging-hippie jewelry, the tone 
of the opening narration — about the kind 
of person he is and what he’s doing out 
in the Indian Oeean alone. And, while the 
laek of dialogue means that we never make 
quite the same emotional eonneetion that 
we do, easily, with Sandra Bulloek’s ehar- 
aeter in Gravity, I also like that we avoid 
some of the pitfalls of her ehatter. I like that 
we see rather than have to hear about Red- 
ford’s moments of despair. I don’t know that 
I eould take it if. Life of P/-style, he started 
shouting at God while he slowly turned into 
erispy paneetta as he floated, adrift, from 
one emergeney to the next. 

All Is Lost is a movie resting on one per- 
formanee, one performanee that for me just 
didn’t have the oomph or the magnetism to 
keep me from looking at my wateh. B-

Holiday man 

Harvey Reid and the magic of Christmas music

Few musicians embrace the holiday 
season with Harvey Reid’s vigor. Since 
releasing his first Christmas album in 1984, 
the eclectic guitarist regularly spends most 
of December in pubs, churches and opera 
houses playing carols. For the past decade 
his wife, singer Joyce Anderson, has joined 
in. Even the couple’s 5- and 8-year-old sons 
helped out on a couple songs last year. 

“I can’t resist playing holiday shows. 
They have a magic that is unstoppable,” 
Reid said in a recent phone interview. “It’s 
the time of year when music has the most 
power.” 

Parenthood caused him to pare down his 
schedule to just two New Hampshire hol- 
iday shows this year: Thursday, Dec. 19, 
at Four Comers Grille in New London, 
and Friday, Dec. 20, at Dover’s First Par- 
ish Church. 

Reid is a virtuoso of steel strings, a multi- 
instmmentalist working across a range of 
styles. But he smilingly calls what he does 
“unpopular music,” adding, “I don’t do 
Springsteen and the elassies all year long.” 
Christmas, he said, gives him a chanee to 
play the hits . . . after a fashion. 

“Christmas is the best example of the 
whole idea of what traditional musie is,” 
he said. “There is this body of music and 
people just know it . . . it’s almost the only 
eommon musie there is left. It evokes 
memories in people and takes them plae- 
es. Scientists have measured it; it’s like the 
smell of a turkey. It really triggers things 
in people.”

The fmgerpicking master also enjoys the 
degree of difffeulty posed by many holiday 
songs. 

“It’s hard musie. A lot of it was written 
by real eomposers,” he said. “If you’ve ever 
tried stmmming eampfire guitar, there are 
only about three Christmas songs that you 
ean do. Some are quite a ehallenge to play 
musieally.” 

The foeus of the performanees has 
evolved over time. 

“My solo show used to be largely instm- 
mental, but Joyce and I have been doing 
them for 10 years, and we do a lot of sing- 
ing,” he said. 

The pair released the holiday reeord 
Christmas Morning in 2005, and perfor- 
manees draw from the album: “Joy to 
the World,” “Angels We Have Heard On 
High,” “We Three Kings” and the eontem- 
porary standard “Merry Christmas Baby.” 

In 2009, they wrote a teehnology-themed 
update of “The Twelve Days of Christmas,” 
a satirieal version with “a vims in my PC” 
substituted for “a partridge in a pear tree.” 
It’s quite funny and did pretty well on You- 
Tube, but the song isn’t part of their show. 


“I did that on a whim ... I don’t usual- 
ly elown around with musie, espeeially at 
Christmas time,” said Reid. “You need to 
be endlessly hilarious, like Christine Lavin, 
then you can make people happy. But when 
you have only one or two funny songs, it’s 
dangerous.” 

Beyond that, Reid wants to honor the tra- 
dition he’s beeome in fans’ lives. 

“A lot of people tell me it’s part of their 
Christmas, they get the family together and 
they eome see us play,” he said. “I take it 
very seriously, it’s a responsibility. The big- 
gest eompliment that I ever get is, I made 
them feel conneeted with the real spir- 
it of Christmas. That is a pretty profound 
eompliment.” 

It’s the effeet that brings him baek year 
after year, no matter how complieated life 
gets. 

“I don’t want to go around swaggering 
. . . but we ean do that to people. Musie is a 
kind of magie, and Christmas musie has a 
magieal power. If you hit people just right, 
you can get inside their heads and tinker 
around in there. It’s powerful stuff.” A 


Cool Connection 

Portsmouth band a hit on satellite radio

His band has a Stones-inspired name, 
Beatles mop-top haireuts and a song eata- 
log brimming with pithy pop-punk jewels. 


Brad Marino of The Conneetion loves to 
brag about the band’s eolored vinyl 7-ineh 
45, complete with plastie insert and juke- 
box tag. In a world where the song is king, 
his Portsmouth quartet reigns as titans of the 
three-minute reeord, with roek legends like 
Steven Van Zandt and Andrew Loog Old- 


ham praising them. 

The biggest boost eame from the E Street 
guitarist and satellite radio impresario; four 
times in one year, he named a Conneetion 
track as “Coolest Song In The World This 
Week.” Oldham hosts a daily show on Little 
Steven’s Underground Garage; he recently

spoke of “our favorites, The Connection” 
— cool kudos coming from the man who 
produced the band’s namesake record for 
the Rolling Stones in 1967. 

Through that association The Connection 
landed recent high-profile gigs with ex-Paul 
Revere & The Raiders singer Mark Lindsay 
and in Boston with the Flamin’ Groovies — 
both are Underground Garage mainstays. 

“At the shows, I lost track of all the peo- 
ple who came up and said they knew one 
of our songs,” recalled Marino in a recent 
phone interview. “It’s very cool. We aren’t 
going to get played on real radio, but this is 
better because it’s worldwide.” 

Marino and ex-Guts singer/guitarist 
Geoff Palmer form the songwriting nucle- 
us, melding British Invasion rock and punk 
circa 1977. A newly released EP includes 
an original rave-up, “Don’t Talk To My 
Baby,” bookended by The Who’s “Kids Are 
Alright” and “First Time,” a nugget from 
UK proto punk band The Boys. 

Attending Spaulding High School in 
Rochester in the late 1990s, Marino didn’t 
have much use for contemporary bands like 
Nine Inch Nails. 

“I remember never really liking much 
popular music outside of Green Day ... 
when Dookie came out,” he said. “But 
through them I discovered the Ramones, 
and that led to all the bands that influenced 
them, like the Stones, Beatles and Kinks. 
Once I heard that, I gravitated towards it.” 

He also discovered Boston’s Real Kids, 
and in a sweet twist of fate, it turns out Kids 
founder John Felice is a Connection fan. 
Marino and Palmer met Felice through an 
ex-drummer. 

“Me and Geoff went down to his apart- 
ment and hung out ... we got to know him 
[and] we’re actually writing a couple of 
songs with him.”

Felice promised them a spot on the bill if 
his on again/ofif again group booked a show. 
On Dec. 28, they’ll open for the Real Kids 
and Nervous Eaters, another big name from 
the Rat era, at Cambridge’s Middle East Club. 
“Real Kids are one of those bands we’ve been 
looking up to forever,” said Marino. 

Gigs closer to home happen in Janu- 
ary, though Marino can’t provide specifics 
until contracts are signed. In the meantime, 
the group continues to record at a pace that 
would make Shel Talmy smile. Their second 
LP, Let It Rock, came out in the summer, fol- 
lowed by the First Time EP and the digital 
single “Christmas Time Again.” A one-off 
EP with Marino, Palmer and Portland rocker 
Kurt Baker performing as The New Tro- 
caderos was released Dec. 1 1 . 

Dean Baltulonis, producer and engineer 
for The Hold Steady, Jesse Malin, Bounc- 
ing Souls and others, has worked on several 
of the band’s projects and had booked them 
at his Dover live music hub Sonny’s Tavern. 
He counts himself as a fan. 

“The thing that makes the Connection 
stand out in my eyes is that they have nailed 
the craft of songwriting,” wrote Baltulonis 
in a recent email. “Every time I work with 
them I have their songs stuck in my head for 
days.” M

Nuclear tractor pull 

Edward Teller, the famous theoretieal 
physieist known as the “father of the hydro- 
gen bomb” for his work on the World War 
Il-era Manhattan Projeet, died in 2003, but 
his daughter Rene told The Free Press of Kin- 
ston, N.C., in November that she had reeently 
diseovered two of her father’s preeious 
mementos at a thrift shop near Kinston during 
a road trip to visit relatives. “(Father’s) work 
was so demanding” she said, that he needed 
“reereational aetivities” and tried “the things 
you’d suspeet,” like ehess. However, the two 
mementos were awards Teller had won at 
traetor pull eompetitions. “He’d show up at 
major traetor pulls” riding just a Cub Cadet 
mower, Rene said, and “leave the eompeti- 
tion in the dust.” (Teller’s seeret, she said, was 
using “nuelear fusion-based engines,” whieh 
sponsors ultimately had to ban.) 

The entrepreneurial spirit 

• “It will be sort of my unique faetor,” 
said indulgent eustomer Fuey Fuekayanko, 
deseribing her then-upeoming $3,000 eye- 
ball jewelry implant from New York City’s 
Park Avenue Faser Vision — the insertion of 
a pieee of platinum between the selera (the 
white part) and the elear eonjunetiva. Aetual- 
ly, said the shop’s medieal direetor. Dr. Emil 
Chynn, to WNEW-TV in November, it’s 
“pretty safe.” 

• Japan’s “eat eafes” allow the pet-starved 
to relax while dining by earessing house 
kittens that roam the faeilities, but similar eat- 
eries have opened reeently featuring owls (the 
Fukurou Sabou in Tokyo, Owl Family in Osa- 
ka). (The owls are not earessable and easily 
spooked by exeessive noise.) 

• Fiu Pengfei’s Five Foaves and Two Fish 
restaurant in Fuzhou, China, is losing mon- 
ey rapidly despite overflow dining erowds, 
aeeording to a Deeember China Daily report, 
beeause he allows eustomers to pay only 
what they wish. (They must also wash out 
their bowls.) “I want to eontinue,” he said, “as 
I believe the feeling of trust is eontagious.” 

Cutting-edge science 

• It may be a eliehe of domestie eonfliet, 
but physieists reeently, earnestly, taekled the 
dynamies of toilet bowl “splash baek.” A 
stream delivered by a standing male, beeause 
it travels five times farther than a seated 
male’s, produees a splash easily reaehing 
seat and floor — even without faetoring in 
the “well-known” Plateau-Rayleigh instabil- 
ity — the inevitable disintegration of a liquid 
stream “six or seven inehes” after its forma- 
tion. Short of reeommending that men be 
seated, the researehers (speaking to a Novem- 
ber eonferenee) suggest “narrowing the 
angle” by “standing slightly to one side and 
aiming downwards at a low angle of impaet.” 

• The Human-Rodent Conneetion: Univer- 
sity of British Columbia researehers, intent 


on judging whether bloeking dopamine D4 
reeeptors ean reduee the urge to gamble in 
subjeets other than humans, elaimed in Oeto- 
ber to have devised a test that works on the 
dopamine reeeptors of rats - espeeially 
those with a gambling problem. With a slot 
maehine-like deviee dispensing sugar pellets, 
the researehers elaimed they offered rats mea- 
sured risks and even determined that rats are 
more likely to take risks immediately follow- 
ing a elose loss (as are humans). 

Medical marvels 

Seven years ago, Miehael Spann, now 29, 
suddenly doubled over in pain that felt like 
he “got hit in the head with a sledgehammer,” 
and began erying blood. Despite eonsulting 
doetors, ineluding two visits with extensive 
lab work at the venerable Cleveland Clinie, 
the Antioeh, Tenn., man told Nashville’s The 
Tennessean in Oetober that he is resigned to 
an “idiopathie eondition” — a disease with- 
out apparent eause. Spann’s main wish now 
is just to hold a job, in that fellow workers, 
and eustomers, tend not to reaet well to a man 
bleeding from the eyes (even though his onee- 
daily episodes have beeome more sporadie). 

The Kingdom 

Nirmala Toppo, 14, is apparently the one 
to eall if wild elephants overrun your village, 
espeeially in India’s Orissa and Jharkhand 
states, whieh are still home to hundreds of 
marauding paehyderms. Her latest pied-pip- 
er aet, in June, emptied a herd of 11 out of 
the industrial eity of Rourkela. Said Toppo: 
“First I pray and then talk to the herd. I tell 
them this is not your home. You should return 
where you belong.” Somehow, the elephants 
followed her for miles away from the town.

The daunting problems that faeed the 
launeh of the HealthCare.gov website in 
Oetober were merely symptoms of the fed- 
eral government’s often snail-like paee at 
integrating digital innovations eommon to 
everyday Ameriea. A Deeember New York 
Times report revealed that The Federal Regis- 
ter (the daily journal of the U.S. government) 
still reeeives original eontent from some 
ageneies on virtually obsolete 3.5-ineh flop- 
py disks — and (beeause of unamended legal 
requirements) its work-order authorizations 
from some ageneies on disks hand-delivered 
inside the Washington Beltway by eourier. 
Contraetors ean be frustrated as well sinee, 
though they operate with top-of-the-line digi- 
tal effieieney internally, they must sometimes 
downgrade to interfaee with their government 
elients.
